publications  in  celebration  of  the  Department's  25th  anniversary 

A  volume  of  approximately  300  pages,  entitled  Twenty-Five  Years  of  Linguistic  Research:  Post- Graduate  Re- 
search by  Students  at  the  University  of  Illinois,  has  been  prepared  as  one  of  the  major  activities  to  celebrate  the 
25th  anniversary  of  the  Department.  The  volume  has  been  compiled  and  edited  by  Braj  Kachru  and  Frances 
Vavrus.  A  special  feature  of  the  volume  is  the  inclusion  of  essays  on  the  history  of  the  Department  and  its  founda- 
tion by  Henry  Kahane,  Charles  Osgood,  Robert  B.  Lees,  Braj  B.  Kachru,  and  Charles  W.  Kisseberth.  These  es- 
says were  originally  written  for  a  volume  planned  by  Thomas  Sebeok  in  1974,  but  for  certain  reasons,  the  volume 
never  materialized.   The  papers,  therefore,  have  a  "flavor"  of  the  early  I970's.    In  the  introductory  note  to  the 
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papers,  Henry  Kahane  writes:  "In  certain  ways,  the  birth  and  growth  of  a  new  academic  department  at  a  large  mod- 
ern university  reflects  changes  in  the  intellectual  and  social  climate  of  the  Nation;  it  thus  merits  a  modicum  of  gen- 
eral attention.  A  new  discipline  usually  exists  long  before  its  official  recognition;  it  is  hidden  under  labels  until  the 
time  when  its  inherent  dynamics  pushes  it  to  the  fore,  when,  as  the  saying  goes,  its  time  is  ripe."  Thus  the  per- 
spectives of  five  individual  personalities,  and  their  impact  on  the  Department,  essentially  up  to  the  1970's,  is  pre- 
sented in  these  papers. 

The  second  part  of  the  volume  consists  of  the  following  sections:  (1)  Abstracts  (ca.  300-500  words  each) 
of  approximately  170  doctoral  dissertations;  (2)  abstracts  of  approximately  50  masters  theses;  and  (3)  a  list  of  over 
20  Ph.D.  dissertations  in  progress. 

The  third  part  contains  the  following  indices:  (1)  author  index;  (2)  language  index,  e.g.,  Yoruba,  Hindi, 
Swahili;  (3)  geographical  region,  e.g.,  West  Africa,  East  Africa,  South  Asia);  (4)  area  of  concentratrion  ,  e.g.,  syntax, 
phonology,  discourse,  sociolinguistics,  lexicography);  and  (5)  advisors. 

This  volume  will  be  available  from  the  Department  of  Linguistics  in  the  fall  of  1991 . 

In  a  concurrent  celebration  of  the  20th  anniversary  of  the  journal  Studies  In  the  Linguistics  Sciences, 
current  editor  Hans  Henrich  Hock  has  assembled  a  cumulative  index  of  volumes  1-20,  to  be  published  in  volume

HANS  HENRICH  HOCK:  V2  in  Early  Germanic:  A  "Heretical"  View.  September  20,  1990. 

The  'standard'  generative  explanation  of  early  Germanic  V2  is  that  it  arose  via  movement  of  finite  verbs  into  (near-) 
initial  COMP  position  and  that  this  movement  was  possible  only  in  main  clauses  (MCs).  In  dependent  clauses 
(DCs),  the  movement  was  blocked  by  the  presence  of  a  complementizer  in  the  COMP  position.  Cf.  most 
recently  Kiparsky  In  Press,  Stockwell  &  Minkova  In  Press,  and  Weerman  1989.  The  purpose  of  this  paper  is 
twofold.  First,  I  show  that  the  standard  account  is  empirically  inadequate  for  early  Germanic,  since 
incontrovertible  V2  phenomena  are  found  not  only  in  MCs,  but  also  in  DCs.  Second  -  and  this  constitutes  the 
more  "heretical"  aspect  of  the  paper  -  I  argue  that  the  only  empirically  adequate  account  has  V2  originating  in 
'Phonological  Form'  (PF),  as  an  attachment  of  clitic  AUX  to  the  first  accented  element  in  the  clause,  the  TOPIC, 
which  serves  as  its  host.  I  show  that  such  a  PF  approach  is  especially  useful  in  accounting  for  the  word  order 
differences  between  MCs  and  DCs.  Through  generalizations  along  parameters  such  as  finiteness,  the 
phenomenon  comes  to  be  a  matter  of  syntax.  However,  the  syntactic  complementarity  between  V2  and  the 
presence  of  a  complementizer  appears  to  be  a  rather  late  innovation  of  German,  Dutch  and  Frisian. 

MWAMBA  T.  KAPANGA:  Linguistic  Variation  in  an  African  Community.  September  27,  1990. 

For  most  scholars  who  have  studied  Swahili,  this  language  is  generally  perceived  as  a  homogeneous  entity  whose 
norms  are  reflected  in  the  variety  spoken  on  the  coast  of  East  Africa.  Any  deviations  from  these  norms  are 
perceived  as  trademarks  of  colloquialism,  corruption,  deterioration  and/or  sub-standardness.  In  the  Zairian 
province  of  Shaba,  the  variety  of  Swahili  used  is  characterized  by  a  multiplicity  of  deviations  on  all  grammatical 
levels.  This  being  the  case,  this  variety,  commonly  known  as  Shaba  Swahili  (ShS),  has  been  considered  by 
many  as  a  colloquial,  corrupt,  deteriorated,  and  sub-standard  variety  of  East  African  Swahili  (EAS). 

This  paper  is  an  attempt  to  demonstrate  that  ShS  is  a  "meaning  system"  that  reflects  the  linguistic  as  well  as  socio- 
cultural  context  proper  to  the  community  where  it  is  spoken.  It  shows  that  the  multilingual  context  of  Shaba  has 
created  new  norms,  which  are  nativized  according  to  the  linguistic,  social,  and  cultural  context  of  Shaba.  Thus, 
what  has  generally  been  regarded  as  an  idiosyncratic  rule-less  broken  Swahili  is  indeed  a  real  language  which 
has  its  own  rules  and  norms  that  are  distinct  from  those  of  EAS. 

The  paper  also  establishes  that  while  linguistic  variation  is  used  to  show  the  extent  to  which  people  adhere  to  the 
norms  of  their  vernacular  culture,  this  adherence  is  not  automatic  given  the  presence  of  members  of  one's 
close-knit  social  network.  It  demonstrates  that  though  social  variables  such  as  participants,  age,  topic,  gender, 
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ethnicity,  education,  etc.  can  determine  a  speaker's  linguistic  behavior,  they  are  each  subconsciously 
assigned  hierarchical  index  markings  of  vitality  by  each  speech  community.  The  social  variables  with  the 
highest  indexation  marking  can  over-rule  the  constraints  of  linguistic  behavior  dictated  by  formality  or 
informality  during  a  speech  event.  This  being  the  case,  all  members  of  a  given  community  are  aware  of  this 
indexation  marking  and  are  cognizant  of  the  fact  that  this  indexation  varies  with  the  context  of  situation.  These 
conclusions  are  arrived  at  by  providing  both  linguistic  and  attitudinal  studies  of  the  speakers,  their  beliefs, 
values  and  affiliations  vis-a-vis  the  different  varieties  found  in  their  linguistic  repertoire. 

RICK  TREECE:  Bevond  Underspecification  Phonology:  Underspecifvino  Morphological  Representations  in 
Swahili.  October  4,  1990. 

Much  recent  research  in  phonology  has  focussed  on  the  development  of  Underspecification  Theory,  whereby 
explanatory  gains  and  economy  are  achieved  by  the  use  of  redundancy  rules  (default  rules  and  complement 
rules)  to  reduce  tremendously  the  number  of  features  required  in  phonological  URs.  The  present  study  is  an 
effort  to  move  Underspecification  Theory  beyond  purely  phonological  description  by  applying  its  principles  to 
the  formulation  of  non-phonological  information  in  lexical  entries,  especially  morphological  features. 

Data  to  be  described  are  drawn  from  Swahili,  which  incorporates  a  system  of  noun-classes  in  which  membership, 
though  partially  motivated  from  semantic  correlates,  is  also  arbitrary  to  a  large  extent.  Thus,  while  the  Class  3/4 
membership  of  mti/miti  'tree(s)'  is  relatively  predictable,  there  is  no  clear  semantic  reason  the  word  for  'mango' 
should  be  Class  5  -  embe  lile  (*ile,  Class  *9)  that  mango'  --  while  'banana'  is  Class  9  ~  ndizi  He  (*lile,  Class  *5) 
'that  banana'.  The  specific  goal  of  the  study  is  to  improve  our  capacity  to  capture  such  partially  predictable 
lexical  information  in  a  meaningful  manner.  A  crucial  innovation  is  the  notion  that  features  relevant  to  one 
grammatical  component  can  be  stipulated  by  complement  rules  sensitive  to  values  of  features  in  other 
components.  This  approach  provides  an  efficient  and  explanatory  means  to  account  for  all  of  the  allomorphy, 
quirks  of  meaning,  and  other  kinds  of  irregularity  which  the  lexicon  must  capture. 

CHIN-WOO  KIM:  The  Character  of  Korean  Glides.  October  18, 1990 

The  maximum  syllable  structure  in  Korean  is  CGVC.  The  exact  status  of  G  within  the  syllable  hierarchy  has  been  in 
dispute  in  recent  years;  it  ranges  from  (a)  a  segment  in  flat  structure,  (b)  a  part  of  a  "complex"  consonant,  (c)  a 
part  of  onset  cluster,  to  (d)  a  part  of  nucleus. 

In  the  first  part  of  the  talk,  I  present  various  phonological  phenomena  in  Korean,  e.g.,  morpheme  structure 
conditions,  consonant  cluster  reduction,  initial  consonant  constraint,  reduplication  in  ideophones,  a  language 
game,  etc.,  as  evidence  for  the  nuclear  character  of  glides. 

In  the  second  part,  I  show  how  the  proposed  view  may  simplify  phonological  descriptions  beyond  the  Korean  data. 

In  conclusion,  I  show  how  ingeniously  hangul,  the  vernacular  script,  represents  the  nuclear  nature  of  glides  from 
the  time  of  its  invention  in  the  15th  century. 

YONGQUAN  LIU:  (Institute  of  Linguistics,  Chinese  Academy  of  Social  Sciences,  and  University  of  Pennsylvania): 
On  Machine  Translation  From  and  Into  Chinese.  November  8, 1990.

Word  Order

A  computerized  Chinese  grammar 
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TIM  WILLIAMS:  Rationale  Clauses  and  Shifting  Control.  November  15, 1990 

Shifting  control,  first  mentioned  in  Hust  and  Brame  (1974),  is  exemplified  by  the  contrasting  interpretations  of  the 
infinitive  phrases  in  (1). 

(1)  a.  John  promised  Mary  to  leave. 

b.  John  promised  Mary  to  be  allowed  to  leave. 

In  (1a)  the  verb  promise  behaves  as  subject-control  verb,  i.e.,  the  matrix  subject  is  also  understood  as  the  subject 
of  the  infinitive.  In  (1b),  however,  change  of  the  infinitive  to  to  be  allowed  to  leave  causes  a  shift  in 
interpretation.  The  object  of  the  matrix  verb  is  now  understood  as  the  subject  of  the  infinitive,  contrary  to  the 
normal  behavior  of  infinitives  with  promise.  I  maintain  that  a  similar  phenomenon  is  observable  with  rationale 
clauses,  and  that  the  account  of  shifting  control  given  in  Sag  and  Pollard  (1989)  can  be  readily  extended  to 
the  case  of  shifting  control  in  rationale  clauses. 

JENNIFER  COLE:  Constraining  the  Phonological  Cvcle:  Evidence  from  Stress  systems.  January  31 ,  1991. 

In  this  talk  I  review  some  of  the  evidence  for  cyclic  rule  application  in  phonology.  Focussing  mainly  on  stress 
systems,  I  argue  that  most  of  the  data  used  to  argue  for  cyclicity  in  fact  support  a  more  constrained  model  in 
which  phonological  derivation  is  limited  to  two  levels  of  rule  application.  Cyclic  phonology  is  seen  to  predict  a 
complex  type  of  phonological  derivation  which  mirrors  the  onion-skin  structure  of  morphological  derivation.  I 
consider  data  from  Colville,  Muskogean  and  Desano  which  challenge  this  prediction.  In  each  of  these  lan- 
guages, a  phonological  rule  must  apply  to  a  string  of  affixes  independent  of  the  stem,  in  structures  like  [[root]] 
[af1  af2  af3]],  although  the  semantics  seem  to  require  morphological  bracketing  more  like  [[[[root]  af1]  af2] 
af3].  Cyclic  phonology  requires  restructuring  in  such  cases,  while  the  two-level  model  of  phonology  can  pro- 
vide a  more  straightforward  analysis. 

I  discuss  the  significant  implications  resulting  from  these  findings  for  the  theory  of  phonology  and  its  interface  with 
morphology  and  the  lexicon. 

KENNETH  R.  ROSE:  Speech  Acts  and  Questionnaires:  The  Effect  of  Hearer  Response.  February  7,  1991. 

Although  speech  acts  are  of  central  importance  in  the  study  of  language  use,  little  empirical  work  has  been  done 
which  examines  speech  acts  across  cultures.  A  notable  exception  to  this  is  the  Cross  Cultural  Speech  Act 
Realization  Project  (CCSARP).  The  CCSARP  methodology  raises  issues  which  should  be  addressed  to 
further  develop  speech  act  research.  One  such  issue  deals  with  the  construction  of  questionnaires,  or 
discourse-completion  tests  (DCT).  This  paper  reports  the  results  of  a  study  in  which  two  forms  of  a  DCT  were 
administered  to  native  speakers  of  American  English.  One  form  included  hearer  response  (HR  DCT),  while  the 
other  form  did  not  (NoHR  DCT).  The  two  forms  were  identical  in  all  other  respects.  The  results  showed  that 
although  responses  on  the  NoHR  DCT  tended  to  be  slightly  longer  and  use  slightly  more  supportive  moves 
and  downgraders,  inclusion  of  hearer  response  did  not  have  a  significant  effect  on  requests  elicited. 

EWA  GOLAS:  A  Brief  Sketch  of  Turkic  Studies  and  Research.  February  21, 1991. 

Turkish  was  one  of  the  first  Oriental  languages  to  be  studied  in  Europe. 

The  first  grammars  and  dictionaries  of  Turkish  appeared  at  the  beginning  of  the  XVII  century,  although  the  first 
attempts  at  preparation  of  these  kinds  of  works  had  been  undertaken  already  in  the  XVI  century.  At  that  time 
Ottoman  Turkey  began  to  play  an  important  role.  It  was  a  constant  military  menace  to  Christian  Europe  and  was 
regarded  as  one  of  the  most  powerful  nations.  Therefore,  relations  with  the  Ottoman  Empire  required  a  better 
knowledge  of  that  country  and  its  language. 

In  subsequent  periods  Turkic  studies  developed  in  several  countries,  mainly  in  Russia  (USSR)  and  Germany. 
Important  results  in  studies  and  research  were  also  achieved  in  other  countries  including  Denmark,  Finland, 
France,  Hungary,  Poland,  and  Turkey. 
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CAMILLE  BUNDRICK:  Why  which?  A  Pragmatic  Analysis  of  Restrictive  Relative  which  and  that.  February  28, 
1991. 

In  this  paper  I  examine  the  usage  patterns  of  the  restrictive  relative  pronouns  which  and  that.  Whereas  that  is 
exclusively  restrictive,  which  may  be  used  restrictively  as  well  as  non-restrictively.  The  possibility  arises  then  for 
restrictive  which  to  be  ambiguous  —  partly  restrictive  and  partly  nonrestrictive.  Her  I  explore  the  implications  of 
that  ambiguity,  arguing  that  which  is  a  particularizing  marker  —  i.e.,  that  it  marks  the  NP  modified  by  the  restric- 
tive relative  clause  as  a  particular  entity  rather  than  as  an  arbitrary  one.  This  marking  arises  through  an  introduc- 
tion of  the  given-new  status  of  the  information  contained  in  the  restrictive  relative  clause  and  the  given-new 
status  of  the  NP  modified  by  the  restrictive  relative  clause.  This  interaction  is  then  explained  in  terms  of  Gri- 
cean  principles. 

SHEILA  O.  MMUSI:  OCP  Violations  in  Setswana  —  Evidence  for  Redefining  the  OCP?  March  14, 1991. 

This  study  addresses  the  tonal  facts  of  Setswana  (a  Southern  African  Bantu  language),  as  they  relate  to  the 
Obligatory  Contour  Principle  (OCP).  My  assumption  is  that  this  is  a  language  that  observes  the  OCP.  However, 
the  tonal  data  in  this  language  show  what  I  refer  to  as  "apparent"  violations  of  this  principle.  I  will  demonstrate 
that  these  apparent  violations  of  the  OCP  can  be  accounted  for  by  proposing  that  Setswana  tonology  indeed 
allows  sequences  of  singly-linked  high  tones  while  rejecting  sequences  of  multiply-linked  high  tones  as  well 
as  sequences  of  singly-  and  multiply-linked  high  tones. 

The  purpose  of  this  presentation,  therefore,  is  to  provide  evidence  that  the  OCP  is  a  universal  principle  which 
might  just  have  different  manifestations  in  different  languages,  and  therefore  may  need  some  redefining  for 
particular  languages.  The  high  tone  of  the  Perfective  tense  and  its  interaction  with  the  high  tones  of  other 
morphemes  in  the  language  serve  to  illustrate  that  a  language  may  "allow"  some  OCP  violations  but  disallow 
particular  kinds  of  OCP  violations.  In  short,  the  OCP  is  a  universal  principle  with  parametric  realizations. 

CHRISTINA  BIAVA:  Nonliteral  for  Nonnatives  ...  Noncomprehensible?.  April  4,  1991 . 

Metaphor  has  recently  become  the  focus  of  a  large  body  of  research  by  linguists  and  psychologists,  who  suggest 
that  processing  metaphorical  language  is  not  any  harder  than  processing  literal  language.  In  fact,  some  studies 
have  supported  the  view  that  metaphor  is  comprehended  and  recalled  better  than  equivalent  literal  language. 
This  is  explained  by  the  novelty  of  metaphor;  as  metaphor  involves  the  listener/reader  more  than  literal 
language  does,  it  is  hence  more  interesting.  Furthermore,  developmental  research  has  supported  the  idea 
that  young  children  are  able  to  comprehend  metaphor,  contradicting  the  widely-held  view  that  metaphorical 
language  is,  in  a  sense,  withheld  from  children  until  adolescence,  after  they  have  fully  acquired  literal 
language.  That  both  nonliteral  and  literal  language  are  simultaneously  available  to  the  language  learner  is 
related  to  Makkai's  (1978)  claim  that  metaphor  is  a  language  universal;  Makkai  claims,  in  fact,  that  human 
language  was  never  "metaphor  free"  at  any  point  in  its  history. 

With  my  study,  I  hope  to  extend  this  concept  of  the  availability  of  nonliteral  language  to  nonnative  speakers  of 
English  and  show  that  L2  learners  can  understand  and  recall  novel  metaphors  at  an  early  stage  in  their 
acquisition  of  English. 

IRJA  ALHO:  Finnish  Plural  Partitives  as  Cumulative  Predicates.  April  1 1 ,  1991 . 

In  this  talk,  I  show  why  Finnish  plural  partitives  behave  like  bare  plurals  in  English.  My  claim  is  that  both  of  them  are 
semantically  cumulative  predicates.  I  will  review  the  semantic  properties  of  bare  plurals  given  in  the  literature 
(Carlson,  Hinrichs,  Krifka),  and  relate  them  to  the  properties  of  plural  partitives  in  Finnish.  In  particular,  I  look  at 
the  use  of  plural  partitive  pronouns.  The  ambiguity  of  the  English  sentence  (1)  which  has  to  do  with  the 
possible  antecedent  of  the  pronoun  (1i/ii)  is  disambiguated  in  Finnish  by  the  choice  of  the  case  on  this 
pronoun  (2i/ii).  It  is  the  plural  partitive  pronoun  (2ii)  that  forces  the  bare  plural  antecedent  reading  in  (1ii). 

(1)  Mark  knows  ten  linguists,  and  Freddie  knows  six  of  them 
(i)  six  of  the  ten  linguists 
(ii)  six    (of)  linguists 
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(2)      (i)  ja  Johntuntee  heista  kuusi 

and  J.  knows  them-out-of/ELAT  six 

(ii)  ja     Johntuntee  heita  kuusi 

them/PAR  six 

I  assume  a  framework  of  algebraic  semantics  developed  in  Krifka  (1989)  from  the  ideas  of  Link,  in  which  the  crucial 
distinction  in  the  NP  reference  is  between  cumulative  and  quantized  predicates.  I  claim  that  in  Finnish  the 
partitive  case  is  used  to  extend  the  cumulative  reference  property  to  a  wide  range  of  NPs,  including  pronouns. 
These  partitive  pronouns  take  as  their  antecedent  an  intensional  set  instead  of  an  extensional  set,  which 
means  that  they  refer  to  kinds  of  things. 

JAY  NASH:  Underlying  Low  Tones  in  Ruwund.  April  18,  1991 

Virtually  all  recent  analyses  of  tone  in  Bantu  languages  posit  an  underlying  contrast  of  "high"  vs.  "toneless".  "Low" 
tone  specifications  are  viewed  as  rule-inserted  default  values.  This  goes  well  with  Pulleyblank's  1986 
proposals  that  a  two-tone  language  uses  only  the  feature  [±  upper]  and  that  L  ([-upper])  is  always  the  default 
specification. 

Ruwund  belongs  to  a  group  of  perhaps  ten  Bantu  languages  of  south  central  Zaire  where  surface  tone  patterns 
are  often  just  the  opposite  from  what  they  are  believed  to  have  been  in  Proto-Bantu  and  what  is  still  found  in 
many  Bantu  languages  today.  Though  references  to  this  "reversal"  appear  occasionally  in  the  literature,  there 
has  been  little  study  of  the  tone  systems  of  these  languages  or  of  the  reversal  phenomenon.  In  this 
presentation  I  will  look  at  Ruwund  tone  from  a  purely  synchronic  standpoint,  examining  several  possible 
analyses  of  the  Ruwund  tonal  system,  and  eventually  conclude  that  an  analysis  in  which  L  is  the  underlying 
specification  (and  H  the  default  value)  is  the  correct  one.  This  conclusion  will  support  Clark's  proposal  that  Pul- 
leyblank's designation  of  L  as  the  obligatory  default  value  in  two-tone  languages  be  modified  to  say  only  that 
an  L  default  determination  represents  the  "unmarked"  case.  It  will  also  serve  to  confirm  that  a  deep-level  "re- 
versal" has  indeed  occurred  in  the  tone  systems  of  these  languages. 

DOROTHY  EATON  EVANS:  PUCA:  Phonological  Underspecification  Computationally  Assisted.  April  25,  1991. 

In  the  Random  House  Dictionary  of  the  English  Language,  second  edition  unabridged,  1987,  the  definition  of 
puca  is  as  follows: 

puca  (poo'  ka),  n.  (in  folkklore)  an  Irish  spirit,  mischievous  but  not  malevolent, 
corresponding  to  the  English  Puck.  Also, 
pooka.  [<lr  puca:  see  Puck]. 

Inspired  by  this  definition,  in  my  computer  program,  the  PUCA  component  is  a  helpful  spirit  to  assist  the  user  in 
underspecifying  the  phonemic  inventory  of  a  language.  The  program  is  written  in  HyperCard  (version  1.2)  on 
the  Macintosh  computer.  The  user  is  able  to  specify  the  font  to  use  for  the  phonemes,  and  enter  any  set  of 
phonemes  desired.  Also,  the  user  is  able  to  specify  which  features  to  use  to  describe  those  phonemes.  A 
table  or  matrix  is  then  set  up  to  enter  the  surface  values  for  the  phonemes  and  features.  An  example  using 
Kiswahili  is  provided  for  demonstration  purposes.  The  user  is  then  guided  through  the  process  of 
underspecification.  The  user  has  control  over  what  feature  values  are  set  as  default  and  which  features  are 
used  to  underspecify  the  phoneme  set.  The  use  of  this  program  will  help  the  user  be  explicit  and  consistent 
about  the  underspecification.  PUCA,  added  to  a  hierarachy  and  a  set  of  rules  as  input  to  a  rule  tester  will  allow  a 
rigorous  comparison  of  the  effects  on  the  set  of  rules  with  respect  to  altering  either  the  hierarchy,  the 
underspecification  method,  or  the  feature  set. 

JIM  KENKEL:  Contrastive  Rhetoric  and  Text  Analysis.  April  30,  1991 

The  contrastive  rhetoric  hypotheses  (Kaplan,  1966)  predicts  that  language  users  across  cultures  will  vary  in  the 
means  they  use  to  construct  coherent  discourse.  The  problem  for  contrastive  rhetoric  research  is  to  develop  a 
method  for  reliably  describing  this  variation.  To  this  end,  a  number  of  methods  of  text  analysis  have  been 
proposed  that  claim  to  describe  the  linguistic  and  discoursal  features  crucial  to  coherent  interpretations  of  text. 

In  this  talk,  I  will  review  these  methods  and  then  present  an  alternative  adapted  from  argumentation  pragmatics 
(Ducrot,  1980)  and  the  model  of  discourse  structure  proposed  by  Roulet  (1985).  Ducrot's  theory  rests  on  the 
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observation  that  utterances  in  sequence  are  describable  as  having  one  of  two  functions  --  that  of  being  an 
argument  for  some  conclusion  or  a  conclusion  from  some  argument(s).  Roulet  proposed  a  hierarchical  model 
of  discourse  having  three  constituent  types:  acts,  moves,  and  exchanges.  To  illustrate  the  application  of  this 
work  to  the  problem  of  text  analysis,  I  will  discuss  some  sample  analyses. 

Finally,  I  will  present  the  results  of  a  study  involving  the  comparative  analyses  of  newspaper  editorials  from  India, 
Singapore,  and  the  United  States.  These  results  do  not  support  the  ccntrastive  rhetoric  hypothesis.

MARK  C.  BAKER  (McGill  University,  Montreal,  Canada)  Pronominal  Prefixes  and  Configurationalitv:  Mohawk.  May 
1,  1990. 

Mohawk  has  all  of  the  characteristic  properties  of  what  has  been  called  a  "nonconfigurational  language":  free  word 
order,  frequent  omission  of  NPs,  and  discontinuous  expressions.  Unlike  better-studied  languages  with  these 
properties  (e.g.  Warlpiri),  Mohawk  has  no  overt  Case  marking.  Rather,  the  origins  of  its  nonconfigurationality 
must  be  in  its  very  rich  system  of  'agreement  morphology'.  Developing  ideas  of  Jelinek  (1984,  1988),  I  will 
argue  thai  these  morphemes  are  actually  pronominal  arguments  of  the  verb,  and  that  they  are  associated  with 
overt  NPs  by  the  normal  principles  of  pronoun  coreference.  In  addition  to  the  basic  nonconfigurationality 
properties,  this  hypothesis  will  be  shown  to  account  for  a  cluster  of  "exotic"  properties  of  Mohawk,  including 
lack  of  determiners,  lack  of  quantifiers,  split  comitative  constructions,  and  the  existence  of  headless  relative 
clauses.  Finally,  a  comparison  with  Chichewa  --  a  clearly  configurational  language  with  richness  of  morphology 
comparable  to  that  of  Mohawk  --  will  point  to  a  new  proposal  about  the  actual  causes  of  nonconfigurational 
behavior. 

DR.  JULIA  PENELOPE  (University  of  Massachusetts)  Language  and  Women's  Oppression:  The  Agents  Within. 
October  11,  1990.  (Sponsored  by  Linguistics  Student  Organization,  Department  of  Linguistics,  Program  in 
Women's  Studies,  Grassroots  Group  of  Second-Class  Citizens/Lesbians  Rising  in  Resistance,  Department  of 
English,  Department  of  Speech  Communications.) 

Language  is  more  than  a  primary  method  of  socialization;  it  is  also  an  important  means  of  maintaining  the  status 
quo  of  male  dominance  and  female  subordination.  In  this  excerpt  from  Speaking  Freely:  Unlearning  the  Lies  of 
the  Fathers'  Tongues,  I  illustrate  how  syntactic  structure,  be-  and  get-  passives  in  particular,  obscure  or 
conceal  male  agency. 

MANFRED  KRIFKA  (University  of  Texas  at  Austin):  A  Pragmatic  Theory  of  Polarity  Items  in  Alternative  Semantics. 
November  1,  1990.  (Sponsored  by  Linguistics  Student  Organization,  Department  of  Linguistics,  and 
Cognitive  Science  Group,  Beckman  Institute.) 

According  to  Ladusaw  (1979),  negative  polarity  items  (NPIs)  occur  in  the  scope  of  downward-entailing  (DE) 
operators.  Although  this  hypothesis  seems  to  be  on  the  right  track,  there  are  some  problems:  Some  NPI 
contexts  are  not  strictly  DE  (e.g.,  the  antecedent  of  conditionals),  some  NPIs  are  not  based  on  Ladusaws 
general  inclusion  relation  (e.g.,  "a  red  dime"),  NPI  contexts  like  questions  are  not  DE  at  all,  and  Ladusaw  does 
not  offer  an  explanation  why  NPIs  seem  to  prefer  DE  contexts. 

Starting  with  an  idea  by  Heim  (1987),  I  show  how  a  restricted  version  of  DE-ness  can  be  developed  in  the 
framework  of  "alternative  semantics",  originally  developed  by  Rooth  (1985)  for  the  semantics  of  focus.  This 
also  allows  a  recursive  definition  of  polarity  items,  which  explains  their  flip-flop  behavior  in  the  scope  of  multiple 
DE  operators,  This  framework  is  combined  with  a  pragmatic  theory  of  illocutionary  forces,  from  which  it  follows 
that  assertions  do  not  host  NPIs,  whereas  certain  types  of  questions  and  directives  do. 

Finally,  I  will  discuss  conditionals,  which  seem  to  fall  into  pragmatically  different  classes. 
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STEPHEN  BOKENKAMP  (Indiana  University):  Taoist  Conceptions  of  Language.  March  4.  1991.  (Sponsored  by 
The  Program  for  the  Study  of  Religion,  The  China  Seminar,  Department  of  Comparative  Literature,  and 
Department  of  Linguistics.) 

ANOOP  MAHAJAN  (Department  of  Linguistics,  University  of  Wisconsin,  Madison):  On  the  Nature  of  Objective 
Case  Assignment.  March  8,  1991.  (Sponsored  by  Linguistics  Student  Organization  and  Department  of  Lin- 
guistics.) 

The  first  part  of  this  talk  will  develop  an  analysis  of  the  complementary  distribution  of  subject  and  object  and 
agreement  in  Hindi.  It  will  be  suggested  that  the  process  of  agreement  is  mediated  by  an  object  shift  rule  that 
moves  an  argument  to  a  SPEC  position  of  an  agreement  phrase.  I  will  argue  that  this  rule  is  Case  driven  and 
the  movement  involved  is  A-movement.  Interestingly,  in  Hindi  only  specific  NPs  can  undergo  this  rule.  I  will 
formulate  a  Specificity  Filter  to  account  for  this  effect,  linking  specificity  effects  in  such  constructions  to 
structural  Case  marking  by  AGR.  Facts  of  long  distance  agreement  will  be  shown  to  follow  from  the  possibility 
of  long  distance  movement.  On  the  basis  of  this  discussion,  I  will  suggest  a  theory  of  structural  Case  that  is 
somewhat  different  from  the  one  suggested  recently  by  Chomsky. 

In  the  second  part  of  the  talk,  I  will  briefly  review  several  phenomena  such  as  scrambling,  clitic  doubling,  clitic  left- 
dislocation,  object  shift  operations  (like  particle  shift)  and  certain  operator  movement  constructions  arguing 
that  they  seem  to  involve  the  same  movement  rule  that  is  responsible  in  yielding  object  agreement  in  Hindi. 
This  will  be  supported  by  providing  evidence  that  all  these  constructions  share  certain  properties  such  as  that 
of  pronominal  binding  (weak  crossover  effects)  and  licensing  of  parasitic  gaps  with  Hindi  object  agreement 
constructions. 

ALICE  DAVISON  (University  of  Iowa):  Government  and  Feature  Percolation  in  Non-Finite  Clauses.  April  15, 1991. 

Unlike  finite  clauses,  non-finite  clauses  in  Hindi  and  Urdu  are  transparent  to  long  distance  verb  agreement,  re- 
flexive coindexing  and  LF  wh-movement.  I  propose  that  non-finite  participles  and  gerunds  are  full  clauses, 
allowing  features  to  percolate  where  government  and  Case/theta  assignment  are  possible.  The  features  of 
clauses  are  nominal  or  adjectival  phrases  is  explained  by  Huang's  +l  category  features,  which  percolate  from  I 
toC.

RICHARD  S.  CERVIN:  Greek  Word  Order  and  Linguistic  Typology.  (1990;  Prof.  Hock) 

Ancient  Greek  is  a  language  which  has  a  high  degree  of  freedom  in  the  placement  of  words/phrases  within  the 
sentence,  so  much  so  that  there  have  been  competing  claims  regarding  the  so-called  'basic'  or  'unmarked' 
order  of  constituents.  Short  (1890)  and  Kieckers  (1911)  claim  that  SVO  is  the  'basic'  order,  while  Ebeling 
(1902),  Fischer  (1924)  Frisk  (1932),  and  Dover  (1960)  maintain  that  SOV  is  'basic'.  More  recently,  Friberg 
(1982)  and  Radney  (1988)  have  put  forth  the  claim  that  Greek  is  VSO. 

In  this  paper  I  will  show  that  a  typology  based  on  syntax  is  inappropriate  for  Ancient  Greek  because  Greek  does  not 
behave  in  any  way  consistent  with  one  given  type,  but  rather  exhibits  behavior  which  is  characteristic  of  all 
three  types,  VSO,  SVO,  SOV.  I  will  argue  that  the  'basic'  order  in  Ancient  Greek  cannot  be  determined  from 
statistical  or  syntactic  analyses,  and  that  a  typology  based  on  pragmatics  as  proposed  in  Payne  (1987)  and 
Dooley  (1987)  is  more  appropriate  for  Ancient  Greek  than  a  syntactically  based  typology. 

LAURA  JO  DOWNING:  Problems  in  Jita  Tonologv.  (1990;  Prof.  Kisseberth) 

This  thesis  has  two  goals,  First,  it  provides  a  detailed  treatment  of  the  tone  system  of  Jita,  an  Eastern  Bantu 
language  spoken  in  Northwestern  Tanzania.  Secondly,  it  examines  recent  theoretical  issues  in  Bantu 
tonology,  especially  the  interaction  of  tone  and  accent. 

Since  the  syllable  is  the  TBU  of  Jita,  the  syllable  structure  conventions  of  Jita  are  discussed  first  as  background  to 
a  discussion  of  the  tone  system.  Using  a  moraic  framework  (Hayes  1989;  ltd  1989),  special  attention  is  given  to 
accounting  for  compensatory  lengthening  in  Jita,  which  occurs  both  as  the  result  of  resyllabifying  onsetless 
monomoraic  syllables  and  before  simplified  geminate  nasals  and  pre-nasalized  consonants. 

Next,  the  tone  patterns  of  verbs,  nouns,  and  noun-modifier  phrases  are  analyzed,  and  it  is  shown  that  much  of  the 
Jita  tone  system  may  be  accounted  for  by  non-metrical  rules,  i.e.,  rules  which  refer  to  the  tonal  properties  of 
string  adjacent  syllables.  Once  it  is  determined  which  morphemes  contribute  to  a  high  tone  to  the  derivation, 
OCP-motivated  deletion  rules  apply  to  eliminate  sequences  of  high  tones  on  immediately  adjacent  syllables. 
Then  all  remaining  high  tones  shift  one  syllable  to  the  right. 

However,  some  tone  patterns  in  Jita  are  derived  from  tone  rules  which  spread,  reassociate,  or  associate  tones  to 
syllables  which  are  not  string  adjacent  either  to  the  trigger  of  the  rule  or  to  a  domain  edge.  Following 
Kenstowicz  (1989)  and  Sietsema  (1989),  I  argue  that  these  tone  rules  provide  evidence  for  the  interaction  of 
tone  and  metrical  prominence  (accent)  in  Jita,  since  only  metrical  formulations  of  tone  rules  which  target  non- 
string-adjacent  elements  conform  to  the  Locality  Principle  (Archangeli  &  Pulleyblank  1986a,b;  McCarthy  & 
Prince  1986).  It  is  further  argued  that  in  a  theory  in  which  accent  is  equivalent  to  metrical  prominence,  the 
Ordering  Hypothesis  (Goldsmith  1982;  Sietsema  1989,  etc.)  may  not  be  maintained.  According  to  the 
Ordering  Hypothesis,  in  languages  in  which  tone  and  accent  interact,  all  accentual  rules  apply  in  a  block  before 
all  tonal  rules.  However,  evidence  from  Zulu  and  Jita  is  presented  which  shows  that  non-metrical  tonal  rules 
must  precede  assignment  of  accent  in  those  languages. 

ANDREA  S.  DUNN:  The  Pragmatics  of  Selected  Discourse  Markers  in  Swahili.  (1990;  Prof.  Green) 

The  dissertation  is  a  description  of  several  discourse  markers  in  Swahili  in  a  pragmatic  framework  which  assumes 
that  speakers  and  hearers  are  rational  agents  whose  behavior,  including  verbal  behavior,  is  plan-based  and 
goal-oriented.  In  this  view,  speech  is  coherent  because  the  hearer  can  perceive  the  relation  of  utterances  to 
the  speaker's  plan  in  the  discourse.  Discourse  markers  have  a  role  in  achieving  coherent  speech  because 
their  use  guides  the  hearer  in  inferring  how  the  speaker  probably  intends  the  utterances  which  they 
accompany  to  be  part  of  her  plan  in  the  discourse.  Each  discourse  marker  has  a  basic  sense  which  the 
speaker  predicates  of  an  utterance  in  the  discourse.  The  hearer,  believing  that  the  speaker  is  cooperative,  i.e. 
guided  by  the  Cooperative  Principle  (Grice,  1975),  infers  what  intention  he  must  impute  to  the  speaker  in 
using  the  discourse  marker  that  she  used,  when  she  used  it,  such  that  he  may  preserve  the  overall 
assumption  of  the  speaker's  cooperativeness.  Thus,  the  speaker's  use  of  a  discourse  marker  requires  the 
hearer  to  relate  the  utterance  which  it  accompanies  to  his  model  of  the  speaker's  plan  in  the  discourse, 
thereby  realizing  its  coherence. 
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Three  discourse  markers  are  discussed  in  detail,  and  several  others  more  briefly.  Chapter  2  discusses  the  use  of 
sasa  "now"  to  indicate  that  the  speaker  intends  the  utterance  prefaced  by  sasa  to  achieve  a  sub-goal  of  a  goal 
which  she  considers  current  in  the  discourse.  Chapter  3  is  the  discussion  of  basi  "enough",  both  following 
and  prefacing  utterances.  Basi  indicates  that  the  speaker  intends  the  hearer  to  interpret  the  utterance  which  it 
follows  as  sufficient  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  speaker's  super-ordinate  goal.  When  basi  is  utterance-initial 
the  speaker  intends  the  hearer  to  understand  that  some  other  action  is  sufficient  for  the  accomplishment  of 
the  sub-goal  which  she  intends  the  bas/-prefaced  utterance  to  achieve.  The  use  of  the  DM  maana  "meaning", 
discussed  in  Chapter  4,  indicates  that  the  speaker  intends  the  hearer  to  use  the  utterance  which  it  prefaces  as 
the  basis  for  inferring  the  reason  or  cause  for  a  preceding  action,  event  or  idea.  Chapter  5  begins  with  a  brief 
look  at  several  other  Swahili  DMs  (haya  "o.k.",  nanihii  "whatchamacallit",  kumbe  "\o  and  behold")  suggesting 
that  they  are  also  a  means  for  the  speaker  to  indicate  to  the  hearer  how  the  utterances  of  which  they  are  part 
are  related  to  her  goals  and  plans  in  the  discourse.  The  chapter  concludes  with  a  discussion  of  the  implications 
of  the  view  of  DMs  developed  in  the  dissertation  for  issues  in  pragmatics,  lexicography  and  foreign  language 
pedagogy. 

DONNA  MARIE  FARINA:  Palatalization  and  Jers  in  Modern  Russian  Phonology:  An  Underspecification  Approach. 
(1991,  Prof.  Kenstowicz) 

Every  student  of  Russian  phonology  is  aware  of  the  importance  of  palatalization  rules,  and  of  the  difficulties 
encountered  in  any  attempt  at  describing  the  surfacing  of  jers:  both  structuralist  and  SPE-type  analyses  have 
tackled  these  problems  in  depth.  In  the  following  these  topics  are  revisited,  taking  advantage  of  recent 
theoretical  developments  in  phonology:  nonlinear  (syllable)  theory,  underspecification,  and  lexical  phonol- 
ogy. It  is  claimed:  that  some  palatalized  consonants  are  part  of  the  underlying  system  of  Russian  and  cannot 
be  derived  by  rule,  although  most  palatalized  consonants  are  derived  from  front  vowels;  that  there  is  no  un- 
derlying /y/,  but  only  high  back  nonround  [y],  a  variant  of  /i/;  that  jers  (i.e.,  "fleeting"  vowels)  are  not  underlying 
vowels  but  are  underlying  segments  without  a  syllable  nucleus;  and  that  some  (but  not  all)  of  the  phonological 
rules  involving  jers  are  syllable-based.  This  new  approach,  it  is  argued,  describes  better  than  former  ones  the 
Russian  phonological  system  as  a  whole,  a  system  that  contains  rules  which  represent  the  continuum  from 
synchronic  (productive)  to  historical  (morphologized). 

The  present  work  gives  a  revision  of  previous  analyses  of  the  phonological  system  of  Russian,  using  the  concept 
of  underspecification  in  underlying  representation  (Archangeli  (1984),  Archangeli/Pulleyblank  (1986),  Kipar- 
sky  (1985),  Pulleyblank  (1983,  1986)  and  Sohn  (1987));  a  nonlinear,  syllable-based  view  of  phonology  (Levin 
(1985));  and  lexical  phonology  (Kiparsky  (1982a,  1982b),  Halle/Mohanan  (1985),  Lieber  (1981,  1987), 
Mohanan  (1982, 1986),  Mohanan/Mohanan  (1984),  Pesetsky  (1979),  Pulleylblank  (1986),  and  others).  In  par- 
ticular, the  role  of  the  feature  [-back]  in  the  Russian  consonant  and  vowel  systems,  the  status  of  jers  in  the 
underlying  system  compared  to  that  of  vowels  and  consonants,  and  the  behavior  of  jers  in  phonological  rules 
are  examined. 

First,  the  widely  accepted  generative  view  that  all  palatalized  consonants  are  derived  by  phonological  rule  is  rejec- 
ted in  favor  of  the  view  that  palatalized  consonants  are  present  underlyingly,  but  only  in  some  contexts;  con- 
textual specification  of  the  feature  [-back]  in  underlying  representation  is  used  for  these  underlying  palatalized 
consonants.  Secondly,  harkening  back  to  structuralist  analyses  of  Russian  but  using  again  the  notion  of  con- 
textual specification,  high  back  /y/  is  eliminated  from  the  underlying  vowel  inventory,  and  [y]  is  considered  an 
"allophone"  of  l\l. 

Third,  the  assumption  that  jers  are  vowels  is  rejected,  although  they  are  certainly  part  of  the  underlying  system: 
rather,  following  Levin  (1985),  they  are  equated  structurally  with  glides  in  their  lack  of  an  underlying  syllable 
nucleus.  Lastly,  the  structural  reinterpretation  of  jers  leads  to  a  reinterpretation  of  the  functioning  of  jers  in 
phonological  rules:  the  previously  postulated  generative  rules  of  Jer  Lower  and  Jer  Deletion  are  replaced  by 
the  single  rule  of  Jer  Vocalization,  in  which  the  surfacing  of  jers  is  conditioned  by  syllable  structure.  It  is  argued 
that  the  present  approach  is  not  merely  translational  (old  rules  are  not  just  rewritten  using  a  new  theoretical  ap- 
paratus), but  makes  different  generalizations  that  allow  for  a  better  understanding  of  the  role  of  jer  and  pala- 
talization phenomena  in  the  phonological  system  of  Russian  as  a  whole. 
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DALE  GERDEMANN:  Parsing  and  Generation  of  Unification  Grammars.  (1990;  Prof.  Hinrichs) 

In  this  dissertation,  it  is  shown  that  declarative,  feature-based,  unification  grammars  can  be  used  efficiently  for  both 
parsing  and  generation.  It  is  also  shown  that  radically  different  algorithms  are  not  needed  for  these  two  modes 
of  processing.  Given  this  similarity  between  parsing  and  generation,  it  will  be  easier  to  maintain  consistency 
between  input  and  output  in  interactive  natural  language  interfaces.  A  Prolog  implementation  of  the 
unification-based  parser  and  DAG  unifier  is  provided.  The  DAG  unifier  includes  extension  to  handle 
disjunction  and  negation. 

The  parser  presented  in  this  thesis  is  based  on  Stuart  Shieber's  extensions  of  Earley's  algorithm.  This  algorithm  is 
further  extended  in  order  to  incorporate  traces  and  compound  lexical  items.  Also,  the  algorithm  is  optimized  by 
performing  the  subsumption  test  on  restricted  DAGs  rather  than  on  the  full  DAGs  that  are  kept  in  the  chart. 
Since  the  subsumption  test  can  be  very  time  consuming,  this  is  a  significant  optimization,  particularly  for 
grammars  with  a  considerable  number  of  (nearly)  left  recursive  rules.  A  grammar  which  handles  quantifier 
scoping  is  presented  as  an  example  of  such  a  grammar. 

For  generation,  the  algorithm  is  modified  in  order  to  optimize  the  use  of  both  top-down  and  bottom-up  information. 
Sufficient  top-down  information  is  ensured  by  modifying  the  restriction  procedure  so  that  semantic  information 
is  not  lost.  Sufficient  bottom-up  information  is  ensured  by  making  the  algorithm  head-driven.  Generation  also 
requires  that  the  chart  be  modified  so  that  identical  phrases  are  not  generated  at  different  string  positions.  It  is 
shown  how  readjustments  to  the  chart  can  be  made  whenever  a  duplicate  phrase  is  predicted.  The  generator 
in  this  thesis  does  not  perform  equally  well  with  all  types  of  grammars.  Grammars  employing  type  raising  may 
cause  the  generator  to  go  into  an  unconstrained  search.  However,  given  the  independently  motivated 
principles  of  minimal  type  assignment  and  type  raising  only  as  needed,  it  is  shown  how  such  unconstrained 
searches  can  be  avoided. 

Finally,  suggestions  are  made  as  to  how  unification  grammars  can  be  developed  in  order  to  handle  difficult 
problems  such  as  partially  free  word  order,  bound  variables  for  semantic  interpretation,  and  resolving  feature 
clashes  in  agreement. 

MWAMBA  T.  KAPANGA:  Variation  and  Change  in  Language:  A  Case  Study  of  Shaba  Swahili.  (1990;  Prof. 
Bokamba) 

Swahili  has  generally  been  perceived  as  a  homogenous  entity  whose  norms  are  reflected  in  the  variety  spoken  on 
the  coast  of  East  Africa.  Any  deviations  from  these  norms  are  perceived  as  trademarks  of  colloquialism, 
corruption,  deterioration  and/or  sub-standardness.  In  the  Zairian  province  of  Shaba,  the  variety  of  Swahili  used 
is  characterized  by  a  multiplicity  of  deviations  at  all  grammatical  levels.  This  being  the  case,  this  variety, 
commonly  known  as  Shaba  Swahili  (ShS),  has  been  considered  by  many  as  a  colloquial,  corrupt,  deteriorated, 
and  substandard  or  pidgin  variety  of  East  African  Swahili  (EAS). 

This  dissertation  provides  an  analysis  of  ShS,  one  of  the  very  few  non-western  languages  classified  as 
pidgin/creole  (P/C).  It  shows  that  although  ShS  fulfills  some  of  the  criteria  used  for  the  classification  of  P/C  (i.e. 
structural  simplification  and  historical  origin  associated  with  slavery,  trade,  etc.),  it  is  not  a  P/C.  It  will  be  shown 
through  the  analysis  of  ShS  that  structural  simplification  is  not  a  property  of  P/C  only.  Rather  it  is  the  property 
of  all  languages  found  in  contact  situations;  namely,  link  languages,  koines,  foreigner  talk,  P/C,  immigrant,  and 
institutionalized  varieties.  Thus,  all  the  processes  of  language  contact  such  as  linguistic  convergence, 
structural  simplification,  interference,  interianguage,  linguistic  nationalism,  superstratum  association,  language 
attitudes,  etc.,  will  be  evaluated  to  sort  out  a  new  set  of  criteria  for  language  categorization  in  contact  situa- 
tions. 

This  study  attempts  to  demonstrate  that  ShS  is  a  "meaning  system"  that  reflects  the  linguistic  and  socio-cultural 
context  proper  to  new  context  of  use.  It  shows  that  the  multilingual  context  of  Shaba  has  created  new  norms, 
which  are  nativized  according  to  the  linguistic,  social,  and  cultural  context  of  Shaba.  Thus,  what  has  generally 
been  regarded  as  an  idiosyncratic  variety  of  Swahili  is  a  real  language  with  its  own  rules  and  norms  that  are 
distinct  from  those  of  EAS. 
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This  dissertation  also  establishes  that  while  linguistic  variation  is  used  to  show  the  extent  to  which  people  adhere 
to  the  norms  of  their  vernacular  culture,  this  adherence  is  not  automatic  given  the  presence  of  members  of 
one's  close-knit  social  network.  It  shows  that  though  social  variables  such  as  participants,  age,  topic,  gender, 
ethnicity,  education,  etc.,  can  determine  a  speaker's  linguistic  behavior,  they  are  each  subconsciously  as- 
signed hierarchical  index  markings  of  vitality.  The  social  variables  with  the  highest  indexation  marking  can  over- 
rule the  constraints  of  linguistic  behavior  dictated  by  formality  or  informality  during  a  speech  event.  Members  of 
any  community  are  aware  of  this  indexation  marking  and  are  cognizant  of  the  fact  that  this  indexation  varies 
with  the  context  of  situation.  These  conclusions  are  arrived  at  by  providing  both  linguistic  and  attitudinal 
studies  of  the  speakers,  their  beliefs,  values,  and  affiliations  vis-a-vis  the  different  varieties  found  in  their  lin- 
guistic repertoire. 

BENJAMIN  THAKAMPHOLO  KHOALI:  A  Sesotho  Tonal  Grammar.  (1991;  Prof.  Kisseberth) 

This  dissertation  is  an  account  of  the  tonology  of  Sesotho.  A  phonological  component  consisting  of  such  sub- 
systems as  the  theory  of  moraic  phonology,  metrical  phonology,  autosegmental  phonology,  and  prosodic 
phonology  is  presupposed.  Whenever  relevant,  I  appeal  to  the  principles  and  rules  that  govern  each  of  these 
subsystems. 

The  main  contribution  of  this  thesis  is,  however,  the  role  played  by  prosodic  domains  in  the  tonology  of  Sesotho. 
Four  such  domains  are  utilized  to  constrain  the  application  of  tone  rules  for  the  language.  These  are  the  sylla- 
ble, the  phonological  Word  (W-domain),  the  Clitic  Group  (C-domain),  and  the  Phonological  Phrase  (P-domain). 

Tone  rules  in  Sesotho  can  be  classified  into  two  groups:  assimilatory  and  dissimilatory.  Assimilatory  rules  involve 
spreading  of  H  tones.  There  are  two  types  of  such  H  tones:  lexical  H  tones  and  grammatical  H  tones.  Lexical  H 
tones  assimilate  by  spreading  one  mora  to  the  right  whereas  grammatical  H  tones  spread  all  the  way  to  heads 
of  metrical  constituents.  Dissimilatory  processes,  on  the  other  hand,  involve  various  kinds  of  deletion  and  de- 
linking of  H  tones.  Such  dissimilatory  processes  are  shown  to  be  responses  to  violations  of  the  OCP.  The  re- 
sponses to  these  violations  of  the  OCP  are  different  from  one  dialect  of  Sesotho  to  the  other. 

Tone  rules  which  have  been  found  to  be  constrained  by  these  prosodic  domains  are:  (1)  Meeussen's  Rule  -  a  W- 
domain  span  rule,  (2)  Right  Branch  Delinking  -  a  W-domain  and  C-domain  span  rule,  (3)  High  Tone  spreading  - 
a  W-domain  and  a  C-domain  span  rule,  (4)  Downstepping  -  a  P-domain  juncture  rule,  (5)  Left  Branch  Delinking  - 
a  W-domain  limit  rule,  (6)  H  Tone  Insertion  -  a  P-domain  limit  rule,  (7)  M  Toning  -  a  P-domain  limit  rule,  and  so 
forth. 

The  interaction  between  phonology  and  syntax  is  also  discussed.  It  is  demonstrated  that  heads  which  are  C-com- 
manded  by  Chomsky-adjoined  constituents  are  at  the  ends  of  P-domains.  Otherwise,  the  extreme  right  brack- 
et of  a  Xmax  is  the  end  of  a  P-domain.  Independent  syntactic  evidence  to  support  the  claim  concerning  the 
role  played  by  tone  in  signalling  Chomsky-adjoined  constituents  is  advanced. 

ZHIJI  LU:  A  Quantitative  Model  in  Dialect  Subgrouping:  The  Case  of  Modem  Wu  Dialects.  (1991 ;  Prof.  Cheng) 

This  thesis  is  intended  to  present  a  new  model  for  the  comparative  study  of  dialects  with  quantitative  measure- 
ments. Under  this  new  model,  the  subgrouping  of  the  Modern  Wu  dialects,  one  of  the  major  groups  of 
Chinese  dialects,  is  carried  out,  based  on  the  syllable  initials. 

An  overview  is  given  on  the  previous  approaches  in  the  literature  of  the  dialectology  ~  namely,  the  traditional  ap- 
proach, structural  approach,  and  generative  approach.  Each  approach  has  been  applied  to  the  case  of  the  Wu 
dialects  to  accomplish  the  task  of  subgrouping.  But  none  of  them  can  overcome  the  difficulty  of  synthesizing 
the  isoglosses,  since  they  ignore  the  concrete  processes  of  sound  changes,  and  thus  fail  to  determine  the 
degree  of  associations  among  a  number  of  related  dialects.  To  study  the  sound  change  in  process  based  on 
the  theory  of  lexical  diffusion,  initials  consititute  a  new  route  for  quantitative  study  in  dialect  comparison. 

Following  the  methodology  in  Hsieh  (1977),  Cheng  (1982),  Lu  and  Cheng  (1985),  Cheng  (1986,  1988),  Lu 
(1986a,  1987a,  1987b,  1987c,  1988,  1989,  1990),  the  thesis  proposes  a  new  model,  namely,  the  systematic 
quantitative  comparative  model.  Since  sound  change  is  carried  out  by  means  of  lexical  items,  the  comparison 
of  quantity  of  the  influenced  lexical  items  in  the  course  of  sound  change  will  reveal  the  degree  and  scope  of 
sound  change  in  process.  Under  this  new  model,  the  syllable  initials  of  more  than  2,700  characters  pro- 
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nounced  in  33  localities  of  the  Wu  dialects  are  collected  and  grouped  with  the  reference  of  the  Ancient  Chi- 
nese to  provide  a  large  database  for  the  systematic  comparison.  Then,  the  procedure  designed  for  dialect 
comparison,  which  includes  correlational  analysis,  cluster  analysis,  and  principal  components  analysis,  is  fol- 
lowed to  carry  out  the  subgrouping  of  these  33  localities.  The  results  are  presented  and  discussed. 

TSENUKO  NAKAZAWA:  A  Logic  Feature  Structure  and  Unification  With  Disjunctive  and  Negative  Values.  (1990; 
Prof.  Morgan) 

This  dissertation  proposes  a  unification-based  formalism  to  provide  a  common  basis  for  computational  realization 
of  different  linguistic  theories,  GPSG,  HPSG,  and  LFG  in  particular,  both  as  a  means  of  theory  testing  and  for 
the  purpose  of  developing  natural  language  processing  systems.  A  logical  language,  called  LFD,  is  proposed 
to  describe  feature  structures  and  unification  as  common  components  across  different  theories. 

The  goal  of  the  formalism  is  to  provide  an  efficient  computational  solution  to  the  unification  problem  while  allowing 
enough  expressive  power  for  common  linguistic  concepts,  such  as  disjunctive  and  negative  values,  and  value 
sharing.  The  semantics  of  disjunctive  and  negative  values  is  reevaluated  as  constraints  on  instantiation  of 
unspecified  values,  and  the  semantics  of  negative  values  is  defined  in  such  a  way  that  the  satisfiability  is 
monotonic  with  respect  to  the  subsumption  order.  An  intuitive  correspondence  between  disjunctive  and 
negative  values,  e.g.,  'first-  OR  second-person'  and  'NOT  third  person',  is  formally  captured  as  logical 
equivalence,  and  further  extended  to  complex  values. 

Underspecification,  a  central  notion  in  unification-based  formalisms  and  theories,  is  viewed  as  a  property  of  the 
description  of  feature  structures,  rather  than  structures  themselves.  A  special  purpose  atomic  value,  called 
'unspecified  value",  is  proposed  as  a  primitive  expression  of  LFD.  This  value  plays  a  crucial  role  in  stating 
disjunctive  values  in  terms  of  logically  equivalent  negative  values  in  the  underspecified  description  of  feature 
structures.  Furthermore,  this  value  makes  it  possible  to  express  obligatory  instantiation  of  values  without 
specifying  a  particular  value,  a  long-standing  problem  for  which  no  coherent  computational  solution  has  been 
given. 

Any  formulas  of  LFD  can  be  converted  to  a  clausal  form  similar  to  Horn  clauses,  called  negative  definite  clauses, 
whose  satisfiability  can  be  computed  in  polynomial  time.  A  preprocessed  form,  called  a  prefix  closure,  of 
formulas  to  specify  value  sharing  is  proposed.  Although  the  conversion  of  formulas  into  negative  definite 
clauses  could  expand  the  size  of  input  formulas  exponentially,  thus  nullifying  the  computational  efficiency  of 
the  clauses,  the  computational  advantage  of  the  proposed  approach  is  shown  in  the  context  of  consecutive 
unification  operations. 

STEVEN  SCHAUFELE:  Free  Word-Order  Syntax:  The  Challenge  from  Vedic  Sanskrit  to  Contemporary  Formal 
Syntactic  Theory.  (1990;  Prof.  Hock) 

Vedic  Sanskrit,  the  early  Indo-European  language  spoken  by  the  Aryan  invaders  of  India  in  the  2nd  millennium 
B.C.E.,  is  a  language  showing  little  if  any  evidence  for  levels  of  syntactic  organization  between  that  of  lexical 
items  and  that  of  maximal  projections  of  those  items.  But  the  large  corpus  of  Vedic  literature  does  show 
evidence  that  Vedic  grammar  routinely  generated  NPs,  PPs,  and  VPs  into  which  words  were  organized. 

On  the  surface,  however,  this  hierarchical  organization  is  obscured  by  the  ease  with  which  Vedic  grammar 
generated  discontinuous  constituents.  Most  of  the  discontinuities  in  the  Vedic  corpus  result  from 
phenomena  common  to  a  wide  variety  of  languages,  e.g.,  topicalization,  pronominal  fronting,  particle 
placement,  and  focussing,  which  in  Vedic  are  defined  in  such  a  way  as  to  encourage  discontinuity.  In  addition, 
phrases,  insofar  as  they  partook  of  nominal  character,  were  defined  by  the  grammar  as  'scramblable',  i.e.,  they 
could  be  freely  discontinuous  within  their  mothers  without  such  discontinuity  apparently  needing  any 
pragmatic  justification  other  than  the  language-user's  mere  desire  to  take  advantage  of  the  options  allowed  by 
the  grammar. 

An  attempt  is  made  to  develop  consistent  descriptions  of  Vedic  discontinuity  in  each  of  two  formal  syntactic 
theoretical  frameworks,  the  Revised  Extended  Standard  Theory,  also  known  as  Government  &  Binding  or 
Principles  &  Parameters  Approach  (PPA),  and  Lexical-Functional  Grammar  (LFG).  The  PPA  analysis  is 
hampered  by  constraints  built  into  the  theory  as  a  result  of  the  study  of  languages  with  stricter  constituent- 
order  such  as  English,  to  the  point  that  violence  needs  to  be  done  to  either  the  data  or  the  theory.  On  the 
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other  hand,  LFG  proves  capable  of  describing  every  attested  clause  with  little  difficulty,  but  appears  to  be  no 
more  capable  than  PPA  of  explaining  why  certain  logically  possible  constituent  orders  occur  very  rarely  if  at  all. 
Suggestions  are  offered  for  further  research  in  the  areas  of  both  theory  and  fieldwork. 

RICK  EVERETT  TREECE:  Deverbal  Nominate  in  Kiswahili:  Underspecification  Morphology  and  the  Lexicon. 
(1990;  Prof.  Bokamba). 

This  study  provides  an  explicit  account  of  the  lexical  entries  and  rules  required  to  generate  five  common  types  of 
Kiswahili  nouns  based  on  verbal  roots  and  stems,  as  illustrated  by  the  data  below,  all  derived  from  -kata  'cut'. 

a.  Action  Nominals  in  -o:  mkato/mikato  'cut(s)' 

b.  Transitive  Verbals  in  -a:  rrkata/wakata  'cutter(s)' 

c.  Relic  Agentives  in  -/';  mkati/wakati  'cutter(s)' 

d.  Productive  Agentives  in  -aji:  mkataji/wakataji  'cutter(s)' 

e.  Patient  Nominals  in  -e:  mkate/mikate  'lump(s),  loaf/loaves' 

Underspecification  Theory  as  developed  by  Archangeli  &  Pulleyblank  (1986)  is  adopted  to  aid  in  this  descriptive 
task.  A  rigorous  analysis  of  the  Kiswahili  phoneme  set  is  provided  in  this  framework,  with  underspecified  and 
fully  specified  representations  of  all  phonemes  as  well  as  explicit  default  and  complement  rules.  A  detailed  ac- 
count of  various  types  of  prefix  allomorphy  is  included,  both  for  inherent  nouns  and  for  derived  nominals. 

The  apparent  simplicity  of  the  data  above  is  deceptive,  even  disregarding  the  account  provided  of  the  stem  and 
suffix  allomorphy  associated  with  the  Relic  Agentives.  Issues  confronted  in  the  description  include  semantic 
drift,  blocking,  percolation,  questions  of  derivational  source,  and  archaic  roots.  A  particular  focus  of  the  study 
is  to  streamline  the  lexical  entries  by  avoiding  the  explicit  specification  of  redundant  features  of  all  kinds. 

An  innovation  in  the  research  is  the  application  of  the  principles  of  Underspecification  Theory  beyond  the 
phonology  to  capture  redundancies  in  and  among  the  morphological,  semantic,  and  syntactic  features  and 
representations.  To  develop  and  illustrate  this  approach,  a  set  of  four  binary  morphological  features  is 
proposed  to  capture  the  Kiswahili  noun-class  system.  A  further  innovation  is  the  use  of  Lexical  Cross- 
References  (LXRefs)  which  capture  generalizations  relating  to  morphological  complexes  while  allowing 
redundant  information  to  be  filled  in  automatically. 

ROBERT  ALLEN  YATES:  A  Parameters  Approach  to  Second  Language  Research:  Testing  a  Directionality 
Prediction  of  the  Null  Subject  Parameter.  (1990;  Prof.  Maclay) 

This  study  applies  insights  from  present  linguistic  theory  (Chomsky  1981,  1986)  to  predict  what  the  influence  of 
the  first  language  (L1)  is  on  the  acquisition  of  linguistic  competence  in  a  second  language  (L2).  Present 
linguistic  theory  claims  that  differences  in  languages  can  be  captured  by  a  small  number  of  principles  and 
parameters.  Parameters  are  principles  which  have  several  values.  Differences  in  languages  are  the  result  of 
how  these  values  are  set  for  a  particular  language.  The  parameter  tested  in  this  study  is  the  null  subject 
parameter.  This  parameter  identifies  the  differences  between  a  language  like  English  which  requires  overt 
subject  pronouns  and  a  language  like  Spanish  which  allows  null  subject  pronouns. 

An  analysis  of  the  different  types  of  parameters  is  made.  This  study  presents  an  analysis  of  three  types  of 
parameters.  Based  on  this  analysis  it  is  predicted  that  Spanish-speakers  learning  English  will  acquire  the 
properties  of  the  null  subject  parameter  in  English  before  English-speakers  acquire  the  properties  of  the  null 
subject  parameter  in  Spanish.  Two  different  judgment  tasks  were  administered  to  Spanish-speakers  learning 
English  and  English-speakers  learning  Spanish.  The  results  of  the  first  task,  a  written  grammaticality  judgment 
task  administered  to  classroom  learners,  confirmed  the  directionality  prediction.  The  scores  on  judging 
sentences  in  the  target  language  by  Spanish-speakers  learning  English  were  higher  than  the  scores  by 
English-speakers  learning  Spanish.  The  results  of  a  second  task,  a  coreferential  judgment  task  administered 
to  highly  proficient  L2  speakers  of  Spanish  and  English,  did  not  confirm  the  results  of  the  written 
grammaticality  judgment  task.  Both  groups  of  advanced  L2  speakers  appeared  to  transfer  interpretations  from 
L1  sentences  to  equivalent  L2  sentences. 

Although  these  results  raise  questions  about  the  status  of  the  null  parameter  in  L2  acquisition,  they  provide 
evidence  that  the  L1  does  influence  the  acquisition  of  a  second  language.

ELLA  OZIER  YU:  Theoretical  Aspects  of  Noun  Classes  in  Lama.  (1991 ;  Prof.  Morgan) 

Lama  is  a  Gur  language  spoken  in  the  districts  of  Keran  and  Doufelgou  of  Togo.  Other  than  earlier  research  by  A. 
Prost  (1964b),  the  field  of  linguistics  has  not  given  much  attention  to  Lama.  More  recently,  though, 
dissertations  by  Ourso  (1989)  and  Aritiba  (1989)  have  contributed  significantly. 

This  dissertation  provides  an  analysis  of  the  noun  class  system  and  agreement  phenomena  in  Lama  (Kante  vari- 
ant). Furthermore,  the  incorporation  process  for  borrowed  nouns  and  the  agreement  phenomena  for  left-dis- 
located coordinate  NP  structures  support  the  analysis  that  Lama  noun  classes,  for  the  most  part,  are  not 
semantically  or  phonologically  based. 

The  dissertation  contains  six  chapters.  The  introductory  chapter  classifies  Lama  with  respect  to  geographical  and 
typological  categories  and  discusses  relevant  research  and  methodology.  Chapter  2  presents  the  reanalysis 
of  the  noun  class  system,  and  Chapter  3  summarizes  the  agreement  phenomena  of  nouns  and  their  consti- 
tuents. The  fourth  chapter  contains  an  analysis  of  the  borrowing  process  for  nouns  ,  and  Chapter  5  discusses 
agreement  in  left-dislocated  coordinate  NP  structures.  The  final  chapter  summarizes  the  findings  of  this 
research  and  proposes  further  research  areas. 

XINPING  ZHOU:  Aspects  of  Chinese  syntax:  Ergativity  and  phrase  structure.  (1990;  Prof.  Cheng) 

This  thesis  is  a  study  of  various  aspects  of  Chinese  syntax  from  a  govemment-and-binding  perspective.  The 
purpose  of  this  work  is  to  argue  that  a  range  of  grammatical  problems  of  Chinese  syntax  such  as  the  variable 
position  of  subject,  word  order  variation,  locative  inversion,  definiteness  effects,  quantification  and  scope 
effects  of  inverted  subjects  can  be  explained  if  it  is  recognized  that  Chinese  has  both  unergative  (accusative) 
and  ergative-type  structures.  In  the  unergative  (accusative)  structure,  the  subject  NP  bears  the  role  of  an 
internal  argument  of  the  verb  and  as  such  occupies  the  object  position  at  D-structure  and  is  either  moved  or 
unmoved  to  the  spec  (IP)  position  at  S-structure  in  accordance  with  a  set  of  well-formedness  principles  of  the 
grammar. 

Chapter  One  introduces  some  basic  notions  of  Government-Binding  theory  and  the  theories  of  ergativity  in 
general,  and  argues  for  a  unified  theory  of  grammatical  mapping  between  the  argument  structure  and  syntactic 
structure,  which  accounts  for  a  comprehensive  range  of  ergative  phenomena  across  languages. 

Chapter  Two  provides  arguments  for  taking  contrastive  word  order  in  Chinese  as  the  primary  syntactic  diagnostics 
for  ergativity  in  this  language  and  explores  the  unergative-ergative  alternations  with  regard  to  word  order 
variations.  It  proposes  a  theta-theoretic  condition,  the  O-polarity  condition  which  regulates  the  distribution  of 
arguments  and  adjuncts  in  this  language.  A  scrutiny  is  devoted  to  the  difference  in  categorical  projection  with 
respect  to  functional  categories  and  lexical  categories. 

Chapter  Three  explores  the  range  of  ergativity  in  Chinese  in  phrasal  syntax,  with  emphasis  on  the  displaced 
subject  and  locative  inversion  construction.  It  argues  for  a  type-oriented  approach  to  ergativity  across 
languages.  Alternative  analyses  are  provided  for  some  syntactic  problems  related  to  the  Chinese  ergative 
constructions,  ranging  from  the  syntactic  nature  of  postverbal  agentive  subject  to  the  scope  and  extraction 
effects  in  presentational  construction. 

Chapter  Four  examines  the  syntactic  nature  of  complex  predicates  in  Mandarin  and  the  ergative  phenomena  on 
the  word  level,  focusing  on  the  headedness  condition  of  causative  verb  compound  predicates  as  well  as  the 
thematic  structure  of  such  predicates.

ELMER  H.  ANTONSEN:  Working  with  Ancient  Scripts:  The  example  of  the  runes.  September  19,  1991 

Among  the  fascinations  in  working  with  ancient  stages  of  an  otherwise  well-attested  language  family  are  the  possibility  of 
establishing  a  historically  verifiable  check  on  the  results  derived  from  the  application  of  the  comparative  method  and 
internal  reconstruction,  and  the  further  possibility  of  establishing  with  some  assurance  the  relative,  or  perhaps  even 
the  absolute  age  of  the  writing  system  used,  and  thereby  the  relative  or  absolute  age  of  contacts  between  the 
speakers  of  the  ancient  language  and  other  known  languages. 

The  Germanic  languages  of  northern  Europe  represent  such  a  well-attested  family,  with  manuscript  documents  of 
considerable  length  preserved  from  about  the  5th  century  after  Christ  onwards.  In  addition  to  occasional  snatches  in 
Classical  manuscripts  from  somewhat  earlier  times,  we  have  a  small,  but  precise  body  of  inscriptions  from  the  period 
dating  from  the  first  quarter  of  the  first  century  after  the  birth  of  Christ  up  to  the  middle  of  the  5th  century,  written  in  the 
so-called  fupark,  i.e.  the  older  or  Germanic  runic  alphabet:

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Some  of  the  problems  and  challenges,  as  well  as  the  treasures,  to  be  found  in  this  corpus  of  text  from  the  earliest  recorded 
stage  of  any  Germanic  language  will  be  discussed. 

HANS  HENRICH  HOCK:  Syntactic  processes  which  probably  aren't:  Syntax  vs.  Phonological  Form.  October  10,  1991 

A  number  of  phenomena  in  various  Indo-European  languages  have  traditionally  been,  and  continue  to  be,  considered 
syntactic.  These  include  apparently  syntactically  conditioned  verb  accentuation  in  Vedic  Sanskrit  and  the  placement 
of  clitics  (and  syntactically  similar  particles)  within  the  clause.  Some  of  these,  e.g.  Vedic  verb  accentuation,  can  easily 
—  and  plausibly  —  be  shown  to  be  matters  of  Phonological  Form  (PF).  For  clitics,  the  situation  is  less  simple.  Some 
languages  (e.g.  Modem  Romance)  no  doubt  do  require  a  syntactic  approach.  In  earlier  Romance,  however,  as  well  as 
in  Vedic  Sanskrit  and  Serbo-Croatian,  clitic  placement  is  sensitive  to  aspects  of  phonological  phrasing  that  must  be 
taken  care  of  in  PF.  (The  details  of  how  PF  can  account  for  the  apparent  'movement'  of  clitics  still  need  to  be  worked 
out,  but  an  analogue  may  be  found  in  Halle's  morphological  account  for  the  surface  realignment  of  syntactic  inputs  like 
{has  en  +  go}  to  has  gone.)  The  paper  concludes  with  a  consideration  of  the  question  whether  the  'dummy  es'  of  Ger- 
man (as  in  the  examples  below)  should  be  considered  inserted  in  PF.  (Such  an  analysis  has  been  suggested  by 
Hoeing  1991,  but  without  further  justification.)

F.  K.  LEHMAN:  Burmese  Distant  Wh-Fxtraction  and  the  Scope  of  Wh-Question  Construal.  October  24,  1991 

Burmese  is  a  Tibeto-Burman  language,  generally  lacking  syntactic  Move-Wh,  or  indeed  Move  -  a  applied  to  any  NP;  it  is 
strictly  SVO  and  Head-final  (Left-Branching),  and  it  allows  all  NP  positions  freely  to  be  null.  Nevertheless,  it  has  a 
restricted  minor  option  of  Move-Wh  just  in  those  cases  where  the  classical  scope  asymmetries  exist  between  the 
clause  in  which  the  Wh-word  is  an  argument  and  the  (higher)  clause  in  which  it  is  understood,  and  morphologically 
marked  as  being  questioned. 

Examining  the  peculiar  phenomenon  allows  me  to  arrive  at  some  independent  syntactic  confirmation  of  the  common 
proposal  that  languages  that  do  not  move  Wh  NPs  syntactically  do  so  at  LF  in  precisely  the  cases  where  such  scope 
asymmetries  are  present.  Within  limits  that  the  paper  explores,  it  is  uniquely  in  those  cases  where  one  postulates  that 
such  languages  move  Wh  at  LF  that  Burmese,  otherwise  very  much  like  such  languages,  moves  Wh  in  syntax. 

From  this  I  proceed  to  show  that  the  analysis  of  this  limited  Move-Wh  is  Burmese  allows  some  further  light  to  be  thrown 
upon  several  other  facets  of  recent  GB  proposals  about  the  syntax  of  movement  asymmetries  (as  between  Arguments 
and  Adjuncts),  and  syntax  of  topicalization  and,  therefore,  the  configurationality  problem.  This  part  of  the  paper  is 
especially  concerned  with  applications  of  the  arguments  of  Saito  (1985)  and  of  Lasnik  and  Saito  (forthcoming). 

RAKESH  MOHAN  BHATT:  Psvch  Constructions.  GF-Licensing  and  Case  Theory.  November  7,  1991 

Speculations  over  the  syntactic  phenomenon  associated  with  the  "quirky"  subject  in  Psych  constructions  [defined  by  the 
appearance  of  oblique  NPs  in  subject  position,  the  position  where  nominative  Case  is  normally  assigned]  like  (1)  have 
led  researchers  to  the  following  dilemma:  Should  psych  constructions  be  analyzed  as  (3-->1)  advancement  [in  GB- 
the  (psych)  movement  of  the  indirect  object  to  the  empty  subject  position]  (Marantz  1991;  Cowper  1988;  Belletti  & 
Rizzi  1988;  Davison  1985;  Hermon  1985;  Hoekstra  1984;  Mohanan  1983;  Kachru  et  al.  1976  )  or  should  they  be 
analyzed  as  (1-->3)  retreat  [the  demotion  of  subject  to  indirect  object]  (Rosen  and  Wali  1989;  Klaiman  1988; 
Perlmutter  1983;  Hubbard  1980;  Sridhar  1979).

The  boy  hates  (dislikes)  this  girl. 

In  this  talk,  I  intend  to  provide: 

(i)  an  explanatory  account  of  Psych  constructions  which  generalizes  over  data  from  similar  constructions  in  other 
languages.  Looking  mainly  at  Kashmiri,  Hindi,  Marathi,  and  Icelandic,  I  argue  that  advancement  (3— >1)  is  the 
proper  analysis  of  the  non-nominative  subject  (Inversion)  phenomenon,  casting  doubts  on  the  existence  of 
retreats  in  Universal  Grammar;  and 

(ii)  an  account  of  Case  that  mandates  primary  grammatical  functions  to  be  in  their  GF-Licensed  positions  in  order  to 
escape  the  Case  Filter.  The  idea  that  I  am  pursuing  rests  on  the  assumption  that  Case  and  GF-Licensing 
are  distinct  relations.  In  view  of  this,  i  propose  an  account  of  Case  which  allows,  in  a  principled  manner, 
the  assignment  of  "quirky"  dative  (or  accusative)  to  the  subject  and  nominative  to  the  object  in  non-nominative 
subject  (Psych)  constructions. 

SHEILA  ONKAETSE  MMUSI:  Am  I  Indian.  Coloured.  African  or  Black?  Semantic  Shifts  of  Ethnic  Labeling  Terminology  in 
South  Africa.  November  21,  1991 

The  urge  to  label  others  is  a  universal  phenomenon  that  is  attested  in  all  of  the  world's  cultures.  Throughout  South  African 
history,  that  is,  since  Jan  van  Riebeeck  set  foot  in  that  part  of  the  world,  the  indigenous  peoples  received  a  good 
number  of  labels,  most  of  which  were  derogatory  in  nature-always  denoting  the  superiority  of  the  whites  who  were 
doing  the  labeling.  Among  others,  the  terms  include  Non-White,  Non-European,  Native,  Bantu,  Hottentot,  Bushmen, 
Coloured,  Plural  and  so  on.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  indigenous  peoples  already  had  a  system  of  labeling  terms  that 
they  used  to  self-identify  as  ethnic  groups,  namely  Xhosa,  Zulu,  Venda,  Tswana,  Khoikhoi,  San  and  more! 

British  colonial  rule  as  well  as  the  system  of  Apartheid,  which  is  based  on  racial  segregation,  led  to  the  institutionalization  of 
many  of  these  terms,  for  example,  Native,  Non-European,  Coloured,  Plural  and  so  forth.  However,  political  and  social 


developments  originating  from  constant  protests  by  the  oppressed  as  well  as  reactions  from  the  government  in  turn 
affected  the  semantic  connotations  of  some  of  these  terms.  The  semantic  shifts  involved  a  redefinition  of  some  of  the 
existing  terminology  like  Black,  from  color  connotations  to  political  connotations.  Other  meaning  shifts  range  from  the 
melioration  (acquiring  good  value  judgments)  to  pejoration  (acquiring  bad  value  judgments). 

This  paper  focuses  on  the  socio-political  factors  that  are  leading  to  the  shifts  in  connotation  in  the  post-Apartheid  system 
by  examining  the  consequences  of  those  shifts  for  the  English  lexicon  in  South  Africa. 

JENNIFER  COLE  AND  JOSE  IGNACIO  HUALDE:  Accent  and  Stress  in  Arratia  Basque.  December  1 2,  1 991 

In  this  talk  we  present  data  from  the  stress/accent  system  of  Arratia  Basque.  We  develop  an  analysis  of  this  system  which 
accounts  for  accented  and  pre-accenting  morphemes,  as  well  as  a  minimality  condition  on  the  metrical  foot  that 
governs  the  metrical  assignment  of  stress.  The  Arratia  stress/accent  system  is  sensitive  to  structure  at  three  levels  of 
representation:  Word,  Phonological  phrase  (e.g.,  NP),  and  Intonational  phrase.  We  argue  that  an  analysis  in  which 
stress  is  assigned  sequentially  by  overlaying  metrical  structure  at  each  of  these  three  levels,  as  in  a  Lexical  phonology 
approach,  is  seen  to  require  a  complex  set  of  rules  including  accent  deletion  and  stress  retraction.  We  present  an 
alternative  analysis  of  this  system,  in  which  constraints  for  each  domain  are  considered  simultaneously.  Our  analysis 
allows  for  a  declarative  statement  of  the  stress  assigning  algorithm,  in  which  no  special  rules  of  deletion  or  retraction 
are  required,  but  it  requires  structure  at  each  prosodic  level  to  be  visible  for  stress  assignment. 

HANS  HENRICH  HOCK:  Proto-Indo-European  reconstruction  and  syntactic  tvpoloc-v:  A  Different  Approach.  February  13, 
1992 

Jakobson's  1958  paper  on  typology  and  comparative  linguistics,  combined  with  Greenberg's  (1966)  crosslinguistic  word 
order  study,  has  aroused  great  interest  in  the  relation  between  syntactic  typology  and  linguistic  reconstruction.  Many 
scholars  have  followed  Jakobson  in  using  linguistic  typology  to  restrict  reconstruction,  but  their  attempts  have  led  to 
contradictory  results.  Thus,  W.  P.  Lehmann  (e.g.  1974)  argues  that  since  PIE  was  SOV,  it  cannot  have  had  relative 
clauses  (RCs)  with  relative  pronouns  (RPs),  while  P.  Friedrich  (e.g.  1975)  claims  that  since  we  must  reconstruct  RCs 
with  RPs,  PIE  cannot  have  had  SOV.  The  methodology  and  empirical  foundation  of  these  claims  have  been  criticized 
(e.g.  by  Watkins  1976,  Chr.  Lehmann  1980,  Hock  1986,  Hettrich  1988).  Significantly,  comparative  evidence  requires 
reconstructing  for  PIE  and  RC  type  not  noted  by  Greenberg  (or  Lehmann  and  Friedrich),  but  found  in  a  significant 
subset  of  other  SOV  languages  (including  Dravidian)  and  thus  not  in  conflict  with  the  view  that  PIE  was  SOV. 

I  argue  that  rather  than  using  premature  typologies  to  constrain  reconstruction,  we  should  let  the  comparative  evidence 
speak  for  itself.  For  PIE,  the  evidence  suggests  that  it  belonged  to  a  subtype  of  SOV  languages  with  strict  constraints 
on  finiteness  in  structures  with  embedding,  very  similar  to  those  of  Dravidian  (cf.  Steever  1988),  but  with  finite  verbs 
permitted  in  each  of  two  or  more  CONJOINED  clauses.  This  explains  both  the  nature  of  early  IE  RC  structures  (as  well 
as  quotativals)  and  the  fact,  noted  by  W.P.  Lehmann,  that  early  IE  expresses  subordination  much  more  freely  by  non- 
finite  structures  than  modern  European  languages.  More  research  is  needed  to  work  out  many  of  the  details,  but  the 
perspective  on  typology  and  reconstruction  advocated  here  encourages  such  work  and  in  so  doing  proves  to  be 
highly  fruitful. 

GARY  DELL:  An  account  of  English  phonological  speech  error  patterns.  March  5,  1992 

Speech  errors  have  often  been  used  to  provide  evidence  for  linguistic  and  psycholinguistic  theory.  One  particular  issue 
has  been  that  of  the  role  of  linguistic  rules  or  structure  in  language  production.  I  present  a  model  of  this  role  based  on 
"neural  net"  or  parallel-distributed-processing  principles.  The  model  is  a  network  that  learns  to  produce  English  words 
as  sequences  of  phonological  features.  It  has  the  propety  that  all  of  the  sequences  are  stored  "on  top  of  one  another" 
in  the  same  network,  with  the  result  that  general  properties  of  all  the  sequences  emerge.  A  consequence  of  this 
emergence  is  that  the  model's  mispronunciations,  its  "slips  of  the  tongue,"  exhibit  a  sensitivity  to  phonological 
structure.  I  argue  that  this  sensitivity  is  similar  to  that  shown  by  real  slips  from  real  people. 

WEN-YING  LU:  A  Pragmatic  Study  of  the  Sentence-final  Particle  BA  in  Mandarin  Chinese.  March  26,  1992 

Sentence-final  particles  in  Mandarin  Chinese  have  no  denotations  and  cannot  function  alone.  Their  occurrence  at  the  end 
of  utterances  clarifies  the  speaker's  attitude  toward  something  relevant,  such  as  propositional  contents, 
presuppositions,  beliefs,  and  intentions.  This  presentation  focuses  on  the  usage  of  the  sentence-final  particle  ba.  In 
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contrast  to  the  traditional  interpretation  that  the  occurrence  of  the  particle  ba  implies  the  speaker  to  be  representing 
his  own  attitude,  I  claim  that  it  is  the  hearer's  attitude  that  the  speaker  is  trying  to  represent.  I  propose  that  the 
occurrence  of  the  particle  ba  implies  that  the  speaker  supposes  that  (1)  the  hearer  believes  the  truth  of  the 
proposition  suffixed  by  the  particle,  or  that  (2)  the  hearer  has  previously  intended  what  is  said  in  the  proposition  to  be 
done.  Various  uses  of  the  particle  ba,  such  as  to  solicit  agreement,  to  reduce  face-threatening  force,  to  soften  a 
request,  to  impose  the  speaker's  belief  or  intention,  to  imply  the  speaker's  being  impatient,  and/or  to  threaten  the 
hearer's  face,  will  follow  as  consequences  of  the  general  use  condition  proposed. 

JERRY  PACKARD:  Word  Formation  Deficits  in  Aphasic  Chinese  Speech.  April  9,  1992 

The  linguistic  analysis  of  language  deficits  in  aphasia  can  tell  us  a  great  deal  about  the  structure  of  language  and  the 
existence  of  language  universals.  The  study  of  aphasic  Mandarin  speech  can  be  especially  informative,  because  the 
grammatical  structure  of  Mandarin  is  unlike  that  of  languages  upon  which  traditional  analyses  of  aphasia  are  based,  For 
example,  a  hallmark  characteristic  of  non-fluent  or  'Broca's'  aphasic  speech  is  the  omission  of  inflectional  endings. 
Since  Mandarin  has  very  little  inflection,  how  should  we  expect  this  particular  symptom  to  manifest  itself  in  Mandarin?  In 
this  presentation  I  will  show  that  word  formation  deficits  occur  in  Mandarin  which  are  analogous  to  the  inflection  deficits 
seen  in  other  languages.  Based  on  this  evidence,  I  argue  that  word  formation  occurs  at  various  levels  within  the 
lexicon,  and  that  the  'shallowest'  level  (i.e.,  the  'inflection'  level,  closest  to  the  syntax)  is  the  one  most  susceptible  to 
word-formation  deficit.  I  suggest  that  the  inflectional  deficits  seen  in  non-fluent  aphasia  across  languages  may  be 
explained  in  this  manner,  and  that  this  constitutes  evidence  that  a  stratified  lexical  component  (such  as  that  outlined  in 
the  theory  of  lexical  phonology  and  morphology)  exists  as  a  linguistic  universal. 

ALLISON  SMITH:  An  Analysis  of  the  Effects  of  Grammar  Checker  Information  on  Revision  Strategies.  April  16,  1992 

This  study  investigates  whether  Grammatik  4®,  a  locally-oriented  grammar  checker,  affects  the  revision  strategies  and  final 
written  products  of  skilled  and  less  skilled  L1  English  and  ESL  writers.  These  writers  now  have  access  to  grammar 
checkers  both  in  and  out  of  the  writing  classroom  to  aid  in  the  evaluation  and  revision  of  their  writing.  The  type  of 
program  which  focuses  more  on  local  problems  (particularly  of  the  grammar  and  mechanics  type)  than  on  global 
qualities  of  writing  (particularly  organization  and  content/vocabulary  development)  may  influence  the  way  both  skilled 
and  less  skilled  writers  use  their  revision  strategies.  Each  revision,  as  gathered  through  videotaped  think-aloud 
protocols,  has  been  identified  by  using  a  coded  linguistic  analysis  proposed  by  Hall  (1980),  which  is  based  on  the 
linguistic  and  discourse  units  consistently  identified  in  previous  revision  research,  notably  that  of  Sommers  (1980), 
Bridwell  (1980),  and  Monahan  (1984).  Using  this  coding  scheme  of  the  process  and  holistic  and  count  evaluations  of 
the  written  product  (argumentative  essays),  I  show  that  the  grammar  checker  negatively  affects  both  the  revision 
strategies  and  products  of  less  skilled  writers  (the  very  group  targeted  by  grammar  checker  programs)  and  has  a 
negligible  effect  on  the  strategies  and  products  of  skilled  writers. 

M.  LYNNE  MURPHY:  The  Syntax  of  Discourse  Particles.  April  23, 1992 

The  meanings  of  Discourse  Markers  (DMs),  or  Discourse  Particles,  have  received  much  attention  in  recent  literature  (e.g. 
Dunn  1990,  Schiffrin  1987,  Schourup  1985).  However,  the  question  of  how  Discourse  Markers  (e.g.  oil,  weJl,  y'know) 
are  introduced  into  sentences  at  the  syntactic  level  has  not  been  thoroughly  investigated.  The  syntactic  behavior  of 
DMs  is  indeed  difficult  to  account  for  given  that  (a)  DMs  are  rather  odd  as  a  syntactic  category,  as  they  include  words 
(now,  so.,  like),  non-words(  oh,  ah),  and  phrases  (vou  know.  I  mean):  and  (b)  different  DMs  (and  different  uses  of  some 
polysemous  DMs)  occur  in  very  different  syntactic  environments.  For  instance,  some  DMs  can  occur  at  the  beginning 
or  end  of  phrases  (1 ),  while  others  occur  only  at  the  beginning  (2). 

(1 )  a.       Y'know,  I  could  have  run  for  president. 
I  could  have  run  for  president,  y'know. 

b.       Now,  I  could  have  run  for  president. 
I  could  have  run  for  president,  now. 

(2)  a.       Oh,  I  could  have  run  for  president. 
*l  could  have  run  for  president,  oh. 

b.       Well,  I  could  have  run  for  president. 
*l  could  have  run  for  president,  well. 


This  paper  provides  a  syntactic  treatment  of  DMs  within  the  framework  of  Head-Driven  Phrase  Structure  Grammar  (HPSG— 
Pollard  &  Sag  1987, 1990).  For  this  treatment,  an  immediate  dominance  schema  is  introduced  which  permits  a  DM 
(DM-DTR)  to  be  the  sister  of  any  Head  (HEAD-DTR).  Thus,  a  DM  can  form  a  constituent  with  any  type  of  head.  Though 
Immediate  Dominance  Schemata  are  few  in  HPSG,  the  addition  of  a  new  ID  Schema  is  justified,  as  ID  schemata  in 
HPSG  dictate  the  behaviors  of  specific  types  of  daughters,  and  DMs  are  clearly  unlike  other  types  of  daughters 
(Heads,  Complements,  and  Adjuncts).  Further  constraints  on  the  distribution  of  particular  DMs  are  pragmatic 
constraints,  not  syntactic  ones,  as  the  limits  of  DM  distribution  are  predictable  from  the  meanings  of  the  DMs. 

In  this  account,  DM-DTRS  may  be  syntactically  simple,  dominating  lexical  DMs  such  as  0J1,  or  syntactically  complex  (e.g.  i 
mean).  Because  the  DM-DTR  can  dominate  any  saturated  syntactic  category,  this  treatment  can  account  for 
parenthetical  comments  as  well  as  discourse  particles.  In  comparison  to  the  derivational  treatments  of  parenthetical 
distribution  advanced  by  Ross  (1973),  Emonds  (1976),  and  McCawley  (1982),  the  present  HPSG  account  lends  more 
insight  to  the  "scopai"  effects  of  DMs  (as  observed  by  James  1973).    The  "scope"  of  oJi  over  the  sentence  in  (3)  and 
over  the  adjective  four  in  (4)  corresponds  to  syntactic  constituents  posited  by  the  HPSG  account,  whereas  under  the 
transformational  accounts  (3)  and  (4)  would  have  the  same  deep  structure  and  oh.  four  is  not  a  constituent  (while 
instead  oil  may  be  a  daughter  of  VP).  Such  transformational  treatments  are  not  well  motivated  by  either  the  syntactic 
or  semantic  facts  about  DMs. 

(3)  Oh,  I  need  four  tacks. 

(4)  I  need,  oh,  four  tacks.

RAY  JACKENDOFF  (Professor,  Brandeis  University):  Parts  and  Boundaries.  September  12,  1991 
The  puzzle  that  motivates  the  inquiry  is  presented  by  (1). 
(1)  The  light  flashed  until  dawn. 

The  interpretation  of  this  sentence  includes  the  implication  that  the  light  flashed  repeatedly;  but  there  is  nothing  in  the 
lexical  or  syntactic  material  in  the  sentence  that  explicitly  encodes  this  sense.  What  is  this  sense  of  repetition,  and  how 
does  it  come  to  be  part  of  the  interpretation  of  (1)? 

In  exploring  a  wider  range  of  data,  the  basis  insight  emerges  that  until  dawn  places  a  boundary  on  an  otherwise 
unbounded  event  (or  process).  However,  the  linht  flashed  is  basically  a  bounded  event.  Therefore,  in  order  to 
conform  to  constraints  on  well-formedness,  an  unbounded  process  must  be  constructed  in  the  semantic 
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representation  of  the  sentence  by  adding  an  operator,  namely  the  sense  of  repetition,  which  converts  the  bounded 
event  the  light  flashed  into  a  process  of  repeated  flashing. 

The  question  then  arises  of  the  nature  of  the  overall  system  in  semantic  structure  of  which  this  solution  is  a  particular  case. 
Using  the  formalism  of  Conceptual  Semantics  developed  in  Semantics  and  Cognition  and  Semantic  Structures.  I  work 
out  such  a  system,  in  particular  drawing  on  parallels  between  the  system  of  parts  and  boundaries  of  objects  (the  NP 
system)  and  the  system  of  parts  and  boundaries  of  events  (the  aspectual  system). 

Issues  touched  on  include  the  interpretation  of  the  plural,  mass  vs.  count  nouns,  partitives  (a  piece  of  the  nie^.  the  nature 
of  group  nouns,  such  as  herd  and  stack,  the  constitutive  construction  (a  house  of  slQDfi),  bounding  words  such  as 
find,  and  edge,  the  imperfective  paradox,  the  Vendler  categories,  and  finally  temporal  expressions  such  as  until. 

ZHIMING  BAO  Professor,  (Ohio  State  University):  Syllable  Structure  and  Partial  Reduplication  in  Classical 
Chinese.  October  31,  1991 

In  this  talk  I  discuss  the  phonological  properties  of  partially  reduplicated,  disyllabic  words  in  classical  Chinese  which  bear  on 
the  issues  of  syllable  structure  and  the  nature  of  partial  reduplication.  I  will  show  that  the  proper  analysis  of  these  data 
calls  for  a  rich  constituent  structure  of  the  syllable,  and  total  copying  as  a  necessary  step  in  partial  reduplication. 

Partially  reduplicated  words  in  classical  Chinese  are  disyllabic;  and  classified  traditionally  into  two  major  categories:  double- 
onset  words,  in  which  the  two  syllables  share  the  same  onset;  and  double-rhyme  words,  in  which  the  two  syllables 
share  the  same  onset;  and  double-rhyme  words,  in  which  the  two  syllables  share  the  same  rhyme  (R",  R'  in  the 
structure  below).  The  two  syllables  share  interesting  prosodic  properties  that  can  only  be  derived  through  the  total 
copying  of  the  base.  The  etymology  of  most  such  words  is  obscure,  we  will  therefore  not  be  concerned  with  the 
problem  of  determining  which  syllable  is  the  base.  Instead,  we  will  make  use  of  the  theoretical  device  of  substitution 
to  study  the  structural  properties  that  bind  the  two  syllables  of  a  partially  reduplicated  word.  The  structure  of  the 
syllable  which  emerges  from  our  analysis  is  as  follows: 


O:  onset  R",  R\  R:  rime 

G:  glide  N:  nucleus 

T:  tone  C:  coda 
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where  R"  and  R'  are  'projections'  of  the  rime  node  R.  Of  particular  interest  is  the  node  R\  which  dominates  the  tone  T 
and  the  tine  bearing  unit  R.  The  claim  is  that  autosegmental  linking  between  tone  and  tone  bearing  unit  is  adjunction: 
in  the  case  of  classical  Chinese,  tone  is  adjoined  to  rime,  creating  R\  The  data  we  will  discuss  (and  data  from 
synchronic  language  games)  furnish  crucial  evidence  in  support  of  the  substructure  R". 

BEATRICE  SANTORINI  (Northwestern  University):  Exploiting  Quantitative  Patterns  in  the  Analysis  of  Syntactic  Change. 
Decembers,  1991 

In  the  earliest  extant  Yiddish  texts,  the  position  of  inflected  verbs  varies  between  second  position  and  positions  later  in  the 
clause.  Standard  distributional  tests  let  us  establish  that  this  reflects  variation  in  the  underlying  position  of  INFL  and 
that  Yiddish  phrase  structure  changed  from  (essentially)  INFL-final  to  INFL-medial  in  the  course  of  its  history.  Based  on 
clauses  containing  the  relevant  diagnostic  criteria,  it  is  possible  to  estimate  the  rate  of  the  phrase  structure  change. 
But  since  not  every  clause  contains  the  relevant  criteria,  conventional  distributional  methods  do  not  let  us  determine 
the  phrase  structure  of  ambiguous  clauses  (that  is,  ones  consistent  with  either  of  the  two  phrase  structures). 
However,  even  though  we  cannot  assign  a  phrase  structure  to  any  particular  ambiguous  clause  with  certainty,  we  can 
use  quantitative  methods  to  estimate  its  likelihood  of  being  infl-medial.  These  likelihoods  in  turn  can  serve  to  provide 
an  additional  estimate  of  the  rate  of  the  change.  Comparing  both  estimates  reveals  that  they  do  not  differ  significantly. 
The  implications  of  this  result  for  recent  views  on  the  nature  of  linguistic  change  are  examined. 
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JANET  PIERREHUMBERT  (Northwestern  University):  Tri-Consonantal  Clusters  of  Fnplish  February  27,  1992 

Present  phonological  theory  maximizes  the  role  of  the  syllable  in  explaining  the  phonotactics  of  morphemes  and  words 
The  allowable  combinations  of  consonants  in  word-initial  position  are  explained  by  constraints  on  the  syllable  onset 
The  combinations  of  word-final  consonants  are  explained  by  constraints  on  the  coda,  once  appendices  licensed  only 
in  word-final  position  are  set  aside.  With  this  approach,  the  medial  consonantal  clusters  should  be  predictable  as  the 
cross-product  of  word  onsets  and  word  final  clusters  predictable  as  the  cross-product  of  word  onsets  and  word  final 
clusters  with  appendices  stripped.  The  only  factor  which  is  generally  agreed  to  reduce  the  size  of  this  set  in  English  is 
a  filter  barring  geminates,  which  do  not  occur  within  monomorphemic  words  but  only  across  a  word  boundary  (e  a 
"sub-basement"). 

The  study  to  be  reported  evaluates  the  adequacy  of  this  model  through  a  tabulation  of  the  medial  clusters  exhibited  in  the 
Collins  dictionary  of  English.  Using  the  on-line  version  of  this  dictionary,  all  clusters  of  three  or  more  consonants 
occurring  medially  in  monomorphemic  words  were  identified.  The  resulting  set  was  then  compared  to  the  cross- 
product  of  the  initial  clusters  and  the  final  clusters  with  appendices  stripped.  Even  excluding  geminates,  8708  medial 
clusters  are  predicted  to  occur  by  the  model  whereas  only  about  50  are  actually  found.  A  model  which  overgenerates 
to  this  extent  cannot  be  the  right  one. 

The  talk  will  develop  the  additional  features  needed  by  the  model  and  provide  experimental  support  for  certain  of  these 
features.  Specifically,  it  will  show  that  1)  the  syllable  grammar  is  stochastic,  with  the  rarity  of  certain  medial  clusters 
predictable  from  the  independent  rarity  of  their  coda  and  onset  portions,  2)  that  many  probable  clusters  still  fail  to  occur 
due  to  linguistic  constraints  operating  above  the  syllable  level  and  that,  3)  these  constraints  lead  us  to  modify  our 
understanding  of  how  the  syllable  autosegmentally  licenses  features. 

KATALIN  E.  KISS  (Professor,  Hungarian  Academy  of  Sciences):  WH-Movement  and  Specificity.  April  1, 1992 

The  talk,  based  on  a  paper  to  appear  in  Natural  Language  and  Linguistics  Theory,  claims  that  the  possibilities  of  movement 
of  WH-operators,  as  well  as  the  scope  of  possibilities  of  WH-operators  in  situ  are  constrained  by  a  filter  on  interpretation 
requiring  that  an  operator  Opi  having  scope  over  Opj  and  binding  a  variable  in  the  scope  of  Opj  be  specific.  The 
operation  of  the  filter  will  be  a  variable  in  the  scope  of  Opj  be  specific.  The  operation  of  the  filter  will  be  demonstrated  in 
the  case  of  extraction  out  of  a  WH-island,  in  multiple  questions,  and  in  the  case  of  non-WH  operators,  as  well,  The 
analysis  of  the  role  of  specificity  in  multiple  questions  is  embedded  in  a  theory  of  multiple  questions  which  analyzes 
the  wider  scope  of  WH-phrase  of  a  multiple  question  as  a  universal  quantifier. 

STEVEN  PETER  (Graduate  Student.Harvard):  It's  Not  That  Grimm.  It's  Just  Complex:  Phonological  Complexify  and  the 
High  German  Sound  Shift.  April  2,  1992 

The  shift  most  reponsible  for  the  differentiation  of  Germanic  (Gmc)  from  the  rest  of  Indo-European  is  well  known  as  Grimm's 
Law.  Within  Gmc,  a  second  sound  shift  differentiated  High  German  (HG)  from  the  other  Gmc  languages.  Part  of  this 
shift  affected  the  voiceless  stops: 

Gmc  p  t  k 

HG  pf,  f(f)  ts,s(s)  kx,x(x) 

What  is  interesting  here  is  that  the  Gmc  voiceless  stops  became  the  corresponding  affricates  of  fricatives,  depending  on 
the  environment.  Moreover,  there  appears  to  be  fluctuation  as  to  the  exact  status,  single  or  geminate,  of  the  fricative 
resulting  from  this  sound  shift. 

The  traditional  approaches  to  the  sound  shift  basically  involve  a  description  of  reflexes  of  the  Gmc  sounds  in  various 
environments.  Where  an  attempt  is  made  to  look  at  the  underlying  causes,  the  changes  are  usually  seen  as  phonetic 
reanalysis,  in  which  the  aspiration  on  the  segments  in  question  was  reanalyzed  as  fricative  release.  These  analyses  fail 
to  take  into  account  a  need  to  go  beyond  mere  descriptive  enumeration  of  the  shifts  and  their  environments.  In 
addition,  they  fail  to  explain  the  complexities  surrounding  the  post-consonantal  environment:  According  to  traditional 
formulations,  this  environment  should  produce  affricates.  However,  only  IM  shifts  uniformly  post-consonantally  to  l\sl. 

In  this  paper,  I  apply  the  notion  of  phonological  complexity  (as  defined  in  Calabrese  (1991))  to  an  analysis  of  the  HG  sound 
shift.  By  utilizing  this  approach,  I  am  able  to  show  why  the  shift  occurred  as  it  did,  to  explain  the  treatment  of  the  velars 
without  reference  to  additional  rules,  and  to  show  what  is  obtaining  in  the  post-consonantal  environment. 
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LORRIE  HEGGIE  (ISU)  Resumptive  Pronouns  in  Tunisian  Arahir.  April  30,  1992 

Data  in  Tunisian  Arabic  (TA)  present  an  interesting  problem  in  that  at  first  glance  it  seems  that  whether  or  not  a  resumptive 
pronoun  (RP)  surfaces  is  purely  arbitrary.  In  this  paper  however  I  will  argue  that  the  surfacing  of  RPs  is  not  an  optional 
phenomenon.  Moreover,  it  cannot  be  argued  that  RPs  are  simply  the  spellout  of  a  variable  which  violates  some 
principle  of  the  grammar  (Rizzi,  1990).  Instead,  it  will  be  shown  that  the  distribution  of  RPs  in  TA  is  structurally 
conditioned. 

Given  the  fact  that  the  gaps  under  discussion  trigger  strong  crossover  and  license  parasitic  gaps,  we  know  that  these  gaps 
are  variables.  The  question  is,  however,  whether  the  variable  status  of  the  gap  is  the  result  of  the  movement  of  the 
fronted  element  itself,  or  a  null  operator  of  some  kind,  or  if  we  have  a  bound  pronominal  as  in  Cinque  (1990).  In  this 
respect,  it  is  relevant  that  relative  clauses  in  TA  must  contain  a  RP.  This  fact  allows  me  to  posit  a  link  between  the 
presence  of  an  intervening  Comp  and  the  RP.  In  other  words,  the  presence  of  a  RP  signals  the  existence  of  an 
intervening  Comp  between  the  fronted  element  and  its  gap.  This  prediction  is  borne  out  by  the  fact  that  a 
complementizer  may  consistently  surface  in  sentences  with  a  RP,  and  it  further  strengthened  by  data  involving  the 
copula  and  wh-questions. 

These  data  pose  some  rather  interesting  questions  for  the  concept  of  antecedent  government  and  its  relation  to 
identification.  I  propose  that  the  difference  between  TA  and  English  be  tied  to  a  difference  in  the  levels  at  which 
empty  elements,  in  this  case  pio.,  are  identified--pro_  in  TA  must  be  identified  at  D-structure  whereas  pip.  in  English  may 
be  identified  at  S-structure  after  movement.  We  thus  have  evidence  that  'identification'  (Jaeggli,  1982;  Stowell,  1985) 
cannot  be  subsumed  under  the  notion  of  antecedent  government,  contra  Rizzi  (1990).

CHRISTINA  MARY  BIAVA:  Comprehension  and  Recall  of  Figurative  Language  hv  Normative  Speakers  of  English  (1991 
H.  Maclay,  Advisor). 

This  study  attempted  to  extend  some  of  the  findings  in  figurative  language  research  over  the  past  10-15  years  to  a 
population  not  often  tested  in  this  area  before,  nonnative  speakers  of  English.  Most  metaphor  researchers  in 
psycholmguistics  have  come  to  believe  that  nonliteral  language  is  a  vital  component  of  language,  not  a  "special"  part 
that  is  acquired  only  after  literal  language  has  been  acquired  or  that  requires  a  different  type  of  processing  than  literal 
language.  The  few  studies  done  on  nonnative  speakers,  on  the  other  hand,  concluded  that  figurative  language  was 
harder  for  these  speakers,  an  aspect  of  the  L2  that  was  to  be  avoided. 

This  study  tested  124  international  students  in  two  intensive  English  programs  in  the  spring  of  1991.  The  study  included 
two  parts,  a  multiple-choice  test  of  comprehesion  and  a  cued  recall  task.  The  three  hypotheses  that  were  tested  in  this 
study-that  comprehension  of  literal  and  figurative  items  would  be  equal,  that  comprehension  of  metaphor  and  simile 
items  would  be  equal,  and  that  recall  of  literal  and  figurative  items  would  be  equal-were  all  supported,  using  ANOVA 
procedures.  In  the  comprehension  results,  there  was  no  statistically  significant  difference  between  literal  and  figurative 
items  and  metaphor  and  simile  items.  This  held  true,  regardless  of  cultural  background  or  English  language 
proficiency.  The  third  hypothesis  was  also  supported  in  that  figurative  recall  was  not  only  as  good  as  literal  recall,  but 
significantly  better  than  it. 

Thus,  the  results  of  this  study,  while  supporting  a  decade  of  findings  in  psycholinguists  research  on  metaphor,  make  a 
somewhat  counterclaim  for  second  language  researchers.  However,  it  must  be  stressed  that  the  handfull  of  figurative 
language  studies  using  nonnative  speakers  are  not  exactly  comparable.  Many  ot  those  studies  used  highly 
conventionalized  figurative  language,  such  as  idioms,  while  this  study  used  novel  metaphors.  Also,  most  of  those 
studies  investigated  production  while  comprehension  and  recall  were  the  subject  of  the  present  study. 

HUEY-JU  (RUTH)  CHAO:  Aspiration  in  Chinese.  (1992.  Chin-Chuan  Cheng,  advisor). 

This  dissertation  studies  aspiration  in  Chinese  in  these  four  areas:  the  temporal  relationships  between  aspiration  and  the 
vowel  of  the  syllable,  the  perception  of  aspiration,  the  correlation  between  pitch  and  aspiration,  and  the  role  of 
aspiration  in  a  historical  change  in  Chinese.  Data  based  on  144  words  with  aspiration  contrasts  were  derived  from  the 
experiments  which  involved  production  and  perception  by  a  total  of  28  Chinese  speakers.  On  the  basis  of  the 
measurements  of  acoustical  characteristics  of  the  voice  onset  time  and  the  lengths  of  the  syllable,  a  constant  ratio 
model  has  been  proposed  to  describe  the  timing  relationships  among  the  elements  within  a  syllable.  The  perceptual 
experiment  tested  the  cues  of  aspiration  by  deleting  the  portion  of  the  voice  onset  time  from  the  syllable  on  the  front, 
back,  middle  and  both  ends.  The  results  are  reported  and  discussed.  The  effects  of  aspiration  on  intrinsic  tone 
heights  in  Mandarin  were  measured  and  the  significance  calculated.  Finally  some  attempts  are  made  to  solve  the 
development  of  aspiration  from  voiced  obstruents  under  the  condition  of  different  tones  from  Middle  Chinese  to 
modern  dialects. 

SEIKYUNG  CHO:  Universal  Grammar  and  the  Subset  Principle  in  Second  Language  Acquisition:  The  Acquisition  of  the 
Governing  Category  Parameter  bv  Adult  Korean  Learners  of  English.  (1991,  Howard  S.  Maclay,  advisor). 

The  goal  of  developing  a  theory  of  language  acquisition  is  to  account  for  how  language  learners  construct  the  grammar  of 
their  target  language  and  how  such  knowledge  is  acquired.  Even  though  recent  advances  in  generative  grammar  have 
made  a  considerable  contribution  to  the  development  of  first  language  (L1)  acquisition  research,  no  one  has  yet 
completed  a  full  account  for  a  single  human  language  because  of  its  tremendous  complexity.  It  is  apparent  that 
research  on  second  language  (L2)  acquisition  is  an  even  more  complex,  and  therefore  even  more  demanding,  task  to 
carry  out,  since  in  L2  acquisition,  at  least  two  languages  are  involved;  the  learner's  native  language  and  a  second 
language.  Furthermore,  in  L2  acquisition  research,  we  have  to  take  a  number  of  additional  variables  into  consideration 
from  general  factors  like  age,  the  length  of  education,  and  the  type  of  exposure  to  the  target  language,  to  individual 
factors  like  personality,  apititude,  motivation,  etc.  Therefore,  in  this  relatively  undeveloped  field  of  study,  fundamental 
questions  still  remain  not  fully  answered.  How  do  L2  learners  construct  the  grammar  of  the  target  language,  and  what 
kind  of  process  is  involved  in  such  a  construction  of  the  grammar?  What  is  the  role  of  previous  knowledge  of  the  native 
language  in  the  L2  acquisition  process?  In  the  following  sections,  I  will  briefly  review  traditional  theories  on  these 
problems;  the  basic  tenets,  claims,  and  weaknesses  of  Contrastive  Analysis  and  Creative  Construction  and  also  look  at 
Universal  Grammar  as  an  alternative  theory  to  those  traditional  ones. 
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DOROTHY  EATON  EVANS:  Computational  Implementation  of  Underspecification  Theories:  Kiswahili  Example.  (1992, 
Chin-Chuan  Cheng,  advisor). 

The  differences  between  Radical  Underspecification  theory  (RUT)  and  Contrastive  Underspecification  theory  (CUT)  have 
been  discussed  in  the  literature  (for  example  Archangeli  1988,  M ester  and  ltd  1989,  Dikken  and  Hulst  1988) 
comparing  various  aspects  of  these  theories.  This  dissertation  presents  a  discussion  of  a  computational 
implementation  of  these  competing  theories.  The  test  case  of  the  Kiswahili  phoneme  set  was  given  as  an  example. 
The  computer  program,  PUCA  (Phonological  Underspecification  Computationally  Assisted),  implemented  in 
HyperCard  2.0  on  the  Macintosh  computer,  providces  the  user  of  the  program  with  the  opportunity  to  enter  any 
language's  phoneme  set  and  then  experiment  with  different  underspecifications  of  that  set,  altering  the  feature  set  as 
desired. 

Chapter  1  provides  an  introduction  to  the  dissertation.  Chapter  2  covers  the  literature  which  deals  with  the  phonologies  of 
Kiswahili,  Underspecificatin  theories,  concentrating  on  Radical  and  Contrastive,  and  computationally  implemented 
phonological  rule  testers.  Chapter  3  provides  a  description  of  the  course  of  following  the  computer  program  through 
the  process  of  underspecifying  the  Kiswahili  phoneme  set  using  the  feature  set  suggested  by  Archangeli  and 
Pulleyblank,  1986).  Chapter  4  continues  the  description  of  PUCA,  discussing  the  overall  program  design  and 
considers  complement  rule  formation.  Chapter  5  presents  the  results  for  both  RUT  and  CUT  along  with  a  comparison 
to  the  results  obtained  by  Treece  (1990).  Chapter  6  concludes  with  a  discussion  of  PUCA's  current  limitations  and  the 
future  directions  for  research  and  the  development  of  the  program. 

YUKIKI  ABE  HATASA:  Transfer  of  the  Knowledge  of  Chinese  Characters  to  Japanese.  (1991 ,  Howard  S.  Maclay,  advisor). 

Unlike  many  Eurpoean  languages,  Japanese  orthographic  system  is  complex,  consisting  of  three  types  of  scripts  used  to 
serve  different  functions  in  a  text.  In  particular,  a  great  deal  of  efforts  and  time  are  spent  on  teaching  kanji  (Chinese 
characters)  to  both  native  and  non-native  speakers  of  Japanese.  For  instance,  average  Japanese  children  spend  more 
than  ten  years  learning  kanji  to  achieve  functional  literacy  (Ishii,  1967).  Since  kanji  are  used  for  content  words  in 
Japanese,  many  researchers  and  educators  believe  that  knowing  more  kanji  entails  better  comprehension,  and  that 
the  native  speakers  of  Chinese  should  be  able  to  read  Japanese  better  than  those  whose  native  language  do  not 
have  Chinese  characters  (Ezoe,  1985;  Takebe,  1988). 

This  dissertation  examined  the  validity  of  such  belief  and  investigated  the  way  in  which  knowledge  of  Chinese  characters  is 
transferred  to  processing  Japanese.  A  series  of  tests  of  kanji,  grammar  and  reading  in  Japanese  which  did  or  did  not 
contain  kanji  were  given  to  native  speakers  of  Chinese  and  those  of  English.  The  results  showed  that  Chinese 
speakers  transferred  their  knowledge  of  kanji  significantly  in  the  tests  of  kanji  and  reading  but  not  in  the  tests  of 
grammar.  Also,  the  influence  of  the  native  language  was  not  a  very  strong  factor  in  the  reading  tests.  Furthermore,  the 
results  suggested  that  the  contribution  of  the  knowledge  of  kanji  might  vary  depending  on  proficiency. 

SEOK  KEUN  KANG:  A  Moraic  Study  of  Some  Phonological  Phenomena  in  English  and  Korean.  (1992,  Chin-Woo  Kim, 
advisor) 

The  purpose  of  the  study  is  to  present  a  more  satisfactory  account  of  some  phonological  phenomena  in  English  and 
Korean  by  employing  the  framework  of  moraic  phonology. 

In  Chapter  1, 1  review  CV  phonology  of  moraic  phonology.  I  also  provide  the  moraic  and  syllabic  structures  in  English  and 
Korean. 

Chapter  2  discusses  the  formal  representation  of  ambisyllabic  consonants  in  terms  of  moraic  theory.  I  claim  that  the  notion 
of  ambisyllabicity  capturing  the  shared  feature  of  a  consonant  has  a  real  intuitive  appeal  and  that  ambisyllabicity  and 
gemination  are  not  in  complementary  distribution  among  languages;  i.e.,  they  should  be  given  different 
representations.  I  also  show  that  the  moraic  representation  of  ambisyllabicity  makes  some  better  predictions  than  the 
CV  represenation  of  it  (e.g.,  Clements  and  Keyser  1983).  With  the  notion  of  ambisyllabicity,  I  reexamine  English 
aspiration  and  flapping. 

In  Chapter  3,  I  deal  with  various  syllable  weight-related  issues.  First,  I  claim  that  there  are  two  types  of  glide  formation  in 
Korean;  i.e.,  one  that  is  optional  triggers  CL,  and  the  other  is  obligatory  fails  to  induce  CL.  Reanalyzing  the  /4/-deletion 
processes  of  Korean,  I  show  that  CL  in  Korean  is  a  mirror  image  rule.  I  also  provide  a  reanalysis  of  the  /l/-irregular 
predicates  in  Korean,  and  assert  that  not  /l/-deletion  but  Intersonorant  /4/-deletion  induces  CL.  The  pattern  here  is 
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"VCV  ->  V:C£f'.  I  consider  a  case  of  this  sort  from  Middle  English.  In  addition,  I  discuss  some  other  consonant  deletion 
rules  which  happen  to  be  related  to  CL. 

Chapter  4  deals  with  interaction  between  phonological  rules  and  conditions.  First,  I  reanalyze  the  so-called  CC  Shortening 
in  English,  claiming  that  shortening  here  is  the  automatic  disconnection,  due  to  Structure  Preservation,  of  part  of  the 
long  vowel,  which  occurs  with  the  incorporation  of  the  consonant  into  the  syllable.  Second,  I  show  that  consonant 
cluster  simplification  in  Korean  is  directly  related  to  the  moraic  structure  and  the  'morified'  syllabification  process. 
Finally,  I  claim  that  no  explicit  orderings  among  some  phonological  rules  need  be  specified  in  the  grammar,  for  they  are 
predictable  by  universal  and  language-particular  principles. 

In  Chapter  5, 1  provide  a  brief  overview  of  the  thesis  and  discuss  some  of  the  implication  for  linguistic  theory. 

YONGSOON  KANG:  Phonology  of  Consonant-Vowel  Interaction:  With  Special  Reference  to  Korean  and  Dependency 
Phonology.  (1991,  Chin-Woo  Kim,  advisor) 

This  dissertation  is  a  search  for  a  more  satisfactory  explanation  for  various  consonant-vowel  interaction  pehnomena.  The 
theoretical  framework  best  suited  for  this  purpose  is  judged  to  be  Dependency  Phonology  (Anderson  and  Ewen 
1987).  Dependency  Phonology  assumes  that  a  dependency  relation  holds  in  every  module  of  grammar,  i.e.  from  the 
internal  structure  of  a  segment  to  syntactic  structure.  This  idea  is  desirable  by  virtue  of  its  simplicity,  consistency,  and 
versatility. 

In  the  first  chapter,  two  current  representational  systems,  i.e.  Underspecification  and  Feature  Geometry,  are  reviewed  and 
it  is  shown  that  these  frameworks  are  not  quite  adequate  in  explaining  the  consonant-vowel  interaction  phenomena. 

In  Chapter  2,  I  present  some  basic  principles  and  representations  of  DP.  In  order  to  improve  the  representation  of 
phonological  rules,  I  adopt  a  theory  of  underspecification  and  a  convention  of  spreading.  The  former  is  done  by 
removing  the  articulatory  gesture  and  the  latter,  by  spreading  components  instead  of  features.  In  the  final  section,  a 
syllable  structure  of  Korean  in  the  DP  framework  is  suggested. 

In  Chapter  3,  four  phonological  processes  which  involve  consonant-vowel  interaction  are  explored.  They  are 
Palatalization,  Labialization,  Umlaut,  and  Consonant  and  Vowel  Harmony.  It  is  shown  that  the  DP  model  is  better  than 
Feature  Geometry  in  dealing  with  these  phenomena  since  in  DP  representations,  consonants  and  vowels  share 
common  components  which  are  suitable  for  representing  consonant-vowel  interaction  phenomena. 

In  Chapter  4,  I  deal  with  Korean  word  structure  and  some  phonological  rules  which  are  sensitive  to  a  dependency  relation 
between  morphemes.  I  examine  in  detail  intervocalic  Voicing  and  Tensification.  It  turns  out  that  Tensification  is  more 
specific  in  the  sense  that  if  a  certain  phonological  or  morphological  condition  is  met  then  it  applies,  and  if  the  condition 
is  not  met  when  voicing  takes  place.  Tensification  in  relative  clause  is  also  closely  examined  and  it  is  claimed  that  the 
seemingly  same  surface  structure  [V+±l  N]  has  two  different  underlying  structures:  that  of  a  relative  clause  and  a  sub- 
compound.  Only  in  the  latter  case,  Tensification  takes  place.  Finally,  Causative  and  Passive  construction  and 
allomorphy  are  investigated.  It  is  claimed  that  it  has  the  mutual-governed  structure  and  /-ki/  is  the  underlying  form  of  the 
variant. 

Finally,  Chapter  5  is  a  concluding  chapter  that  summarizes  and  disucsses  some  theoretical  implications  of  this  study. 

JAMES  M.  KENKEL:  Argumentation  Pragmatics.  Text  Analysis,  and  Contrastive  Rhetoric.  (1991,  Yamuna  Kachru,  advisor) 

The  contrastive  rhetoric  hypotheses  (Kaplan,  1966)  predicts  that  language  users  across  cultures  will  vary  in  the  means 
they  use  to  construct  coherent  discourse.  The  problem  for  contrastive  rhetoric  research  is  to  develop  a  method  for 
reliably  describing  this  variation.  To  this  end,  a  number  of  methods  of  text  analysis  have  been  proposed  that  claim  to 
describe  the  linguistic  and  discoursal  features  cruical  to  coherent  interpretations  of  text.  In  this  dissertation,  I  review 
these  methods  and  then  present  an  alternative  adapted  from  argumentation  pragmatics  (Ducrot  et  al.,  1980)  and  the 
model  of  discourse  structure  proposed  by  Roulet  et  al.  (1985).  Ducrot's  theory  rests  on  the  observation  that 
utterances  in  sequence  are  describable  as  having  one  of  two  functions  -  that  of  being  an  argument  for  some 
conclusion  or  a  conclusion  from  some  argument(s).  Roulet  proposes  a  hierarchical  model  of  discourse  having  three 
constituent  types:  acts,  moves,  and  exchanges.  To  test  the  contrastive  rhetoric  hypothesis,  using  this  method  of 
analysis,  I  analyzed  twenty  lead  editorials  from  the  The  Times  of  India,  The  Singapore  Straits  Times,  and  The  New  York 
Times.  These  texts  represent  three  distinct  varieties  of  English  from  three  different  cultural  settings  (Kachru,  1986) 
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and  as  such  allow  for  testing  the  contrastive  rhetoric  hypothesis.  The  results  of  these  analyses  do  not  support  the 
hypothesis  that  language  users  across  cultures  vary  in  the  means  they  use  to  construct  coherent  discourse. 

SHEILA  ONKAETSE  MMUSI:  Obligatory  Contour  Principle  (OCP)  Effects  and  Violations:  The  Case  of  Setswana  Verbal 
Tone.  (1992,  Charles  W.  Kisseberth,  advisor). 

This  dissertation  is  an  autosegmental  analysis  of  the  tonal  patterns  manifested  in  the  verb  of  Setswana,  a  Southern  Bantu 
language  spoken  in  Botswana  and  South  Africa.  Verbal  tone  in  this  language  is  very  complex  because  the  tonal 
patterns  fluctuate,  depending  on  many  factors.  These  factors  include,  but  are  not  limited  to,  for  example,  the  syntactic 
environment  in  which  the  verb  occurs,  and  the  type  of  morpheme,  high  or  toneless,  that  precedes  the  verbstem.  The 
matter  is  further  complicated  by  the  fact  that  there  are  two  types  of  verbstems  in  Setswana,  namely,  high-toned  versus 
toneless  (low-toned).  All  of  these  factors  taken  together  result  in  the  variability  of  verbal  tonal  patterns  attested  in  this 
language. 

The  aim  of  this  study,  is  to  offer  an  analysis  of  what  may  be  viewed  in  the  literature  on  tonal  studies  as  evidence  that 

Setswana  verbal  tonal  patterns  violate  the  phonological  principle  termed  the  Obligatory  Contour  Principle  (OCP).  The 
OCP  is  assumed  to  be  a  universal  principle  by  most  authors  who  subscribe  to  its  existence.  According  to  this  principle 
identical  features  cannot  exist  side  by  side.  In  the  case  of  Setswana  tone,  the  implication  is  that  a  sequence  of  high 
tones  is  prohibited.  The  very  presence  of  these  tonal  sequences  in  Setswana  presents  a  case  that  the  OCP  does  not 
hold  for  this  language.  We  disprove  this  fact  by  appealing  to  a  weaker  version  of  the  OCP  whereby  sequences  of 
singly-linked  high  tones  are  allowed  whereas  sequences  of  multiply-linked  high  tones  are  not  allowed.  The 
conclusion  reached  is  that  the  OCP  is  a  parametrical  principle  whose  manifestation  is  dictated  by  any  particular 
language. 

KENNETH  RICHARD  ROSE:  Method  and  Scope  in  Cross-Cultural  Speech  Act  Research:  A  Contrastive  Study  of 
Requests  in  Japanese  and  English.  (1992,  Yamuna  Kachru,  advisor). 

The  Cross  Cultural  Speech  Act  Realization  Project  (CCSARP),  the  most  ambitious  speech  act  research  to  date,  focused 
on  western  languages  and  cultures  and  employed  questionnaires  in  data  collection.  The  results  showed 
conventionally  indirect  requests  to  be  the  most  favored  for  all  languages  studies,  and  hints  the  least  frequent. 
Japanese  interaction  is  said  to  be  hearer-oriented,  thus  vague  and  indirect,  so  a  study  of  requests  in  Japanese  should 
reveal  a  greater  preference  for  hints.  However,  since  questionnaires  do  not  reflect  the  negotiated  nature  of  actual 
interaction,  they  may  not  be  a  valid  means  of  data  collection  in  Japanese.  To  address  these  issues,  a  discourse 
completion  test  (DCT)  and  a  multiple  choice  questionnaire  (MCQ)  were  administered  to  speakers  of  Japanese  and 
English.  The  DCT  showed  Japanese  to  be  more  direct  than  Americans.  There  were  also  significant  differences 
between  the  DCT  and  MCQ  results  for  both  languages.  Both  groups  chose  to  forego  requests  more  frequently  on  the 
MCQ  than  on  the  DCT.  These  results  argue  against  the  use  of  elicited  data,  particularly  in  non-Western  contexts.
